INTRODUCTION, 

EY  DR.  spRnsra. 

The  object  of  the  present  work  U  clearly  announced  in 
its  title.  It  is  to  collect  within  a  small  compass  the  in- 
structions of  unerring  wisdom  upon  a  great  variety  of  sub- 
jects which  relate  to  the  present  and  eternal  interests  of 
men,  and  comprising  the  doctrines  and  duties  of  a  super- 
natural revelation.  A  reference  to  the  list  of  subjects 
which  the  work  contains,  will  show  that  the  author's  re- 
searches have  been  extensive  ;  while  a  comparison  of  the 
work  with  others  of  the  same  general  character  evinces 
patient  labor,  and  cannot  fail  to  give  it  pre-eminence. 
While  the  track  pursued  is  not  new,  it  is  more  thorough, 
and  more  easily  followed  than  that  marked  out  by  any  pre- 
vious compiler  known  to  myself.  The  work  contains  not 
merely  the  ^oof  texts  on  the  subjects  to  which  it  refers  ; 
but,  what  appears  to  my  own  mind  one  of  its  excellences, 
the  texts  that  illustrate  these  great  subjects.  The  work  is 
truly  an  epitome  of  the  Bible,  presenting  its  great  truths  in 
that  order  in  which  they  will  be  most  easiiy  found  by  the 
reader.  Though  the  arrangement  of  the  subjects  is  alpha- 
betical, in  the  illustration  of  the  subjects  themselves  the 
author  has  observed  that  connection  between  one  truth  and 
another  which  gives  to  each  its  proper  place.  To  minis- 
ters, Sabbath  School  teachers,  Sabbath  Schools,  and  families 
the  work  is  of  great  value.

brackets. 

In  selecting  topics,  care  has  been  taken  to  embrace  those 
which  have  a  prominence  in  the  Bible,  and  which  in  all  ages 
have  been  considered  of  primary  importance  in  theological  and 
moral  inquiry.  Such  manifestly  are  those  which  relate  to  the 
perfections,^rogatives,  design^  providence,  a.d  law  of  God- 
the  character,  rights,  and  destiny  of  man  —  the  economy  of 
grace,  or  way  and  terms  of  salvation  through  Christ  —  our 
essential  duties  towards  God  and  each  other,  and  civil  and 
religious  institutions. 

Christian  nations  are  far  more  indebted  to  the  Bible  for  their 
elevation  above  heathenism,  than  is  commonly  believed.  The 
revealed  facts  respecting  God  and  his  designs  and  government — 
the  precepts  of  his  law,  clothed  with  infinite  authority  —  the 
promises  of  his  grace,  and  the  threatenings  of  his  justice,  are 
the  best  safeguards  against  disgraceful  and  ruinous  vices. 

It  is  believed  that  a  convenient  and  faithful  compilation  of 
proofs  jfrom  the  Bible,  upon  its  weighty  and  practical  subjects, 
may  prove  one  of  the  most  effective  auxiliaries  to  the  cause  of 
Christian  enterprise.

7  Purge  me  with  hyssop,  and  I  shall 
be  dean :  wash  me,  and  I  shall  be  whiter  than  snow.

Believe  on  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  and  thou  shalt  be  saved,  and  thy  house.  32  And  they 
spake  imto  him  the  word  of  the  Lord,  and  to  all  that  were 
in  his  house.  33  And  he  took  them  the  same  hour  of  the 
night,  and  washed  their  stripes ;  and  was  baptized,  he  and  aU 
his,  straightway.

Pastors, 
Evangelists,  (one  office,)  to  instruct,  admonish,  edify,  lead  and  guide. 

Jer.  3:  15  I  will  give  you  pastors  according  to  mine  heart, 
which  shall  feed  you  with  knowledge  and  understanding. 

Lk.  1:  2  Even  as  they  delivered  them  unto  us,  which  from 
the  beginning  were  eye-witnesses,  and  ministers  of  the  word. 

Ac.  15:  6  The  apostles  and  elders  came  together  for  to  con- 
sider of  this  matter.  23  They  wrote  letters  by  them  after  this 
manner ;  -The  apostles,  and  elders,  and  brethren,  send  greeting 
unto  the  brethren  which  are  of  the  Gentiles  in  Antioch,  and 
Syria,  and  Cilicia.  —  20:  28  Take  heed  therefore  unto  your- 
selves, and  to  all  the  flock  over  the  which  the  Holy  Ghost  hath 
made  you  overseers,  to  feed  the  church  of  Grod,  which  he  hath 
purchased  with  his  own  blood. 

Ep.  4: 11  He  gave  some,  apostles ;  and  some,  prophets ;  and 
some,  evangelists ;  and  some,  pastors  and  teachers;  12  For 
the  perfecting  of  the  saints,  for  the  work  of  the  ministry,  for 
the  edifying  of  the  body  of  Christ. 

Ph.  1:  1  Paul  and  Timotheus,  the  servants  of  Jesus  Christ, 
to  all  the  saints  in  Christ  Jesus  which  are  at  Philippi,  with  the 
bishops  and  deacons. 

1  Tim.  2:  7  Whereunto  I  am  ordained  a  preacher  and  aa 
apostle,  (I  speak  the  truth  in  Chiist,  and  lie  not,)  a  teacher  of 
the  Gentiles  in  faith  and  verity.  —  3:  1  This  is  a  true  saying, 
If  a  man  desire  the  office  of  a  bishop,  he  desireth  a  good  work. 

2  Tim.  1:  11  Whereunto  I  am  appointed  a  preacher,  and  aa 
apostle,  and  a  teacher  of  the  Gentiles. 

1  Pet.  5:  1  The  elders  which  are  among  you  I  exhort,  who 
am  also  an  elder,  and  a  witness  of  the  sufferings  of  Christ,  and 
also  a  partaker  of  the  glory  that  shall  be  revealed :  2  Feed 
the  flock  of  God  which  is  among  you,  taking  the  oversight 
thereof,  not  by  constraint,  but  willingly ;  not  for  filthy  lucre,  but 
of  a  ready  mind ;  8  Neither  as  being  lords  over  God's  heritage, 
but  being  ensamples  to  the  flock.    [See  447.] 

1 02.  Deacons,  to  distribute  alma,  serve  tables,  etc. 

Ac  6:  1  In  those  days,  when  the  number  of  the  disciples 
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was  multiplied,  there  arose  a  murmuring  of  the  Grecians 
against  the  Hebrews,  because  their  widows  were  neglected  in 
the  daily  ministration.  2  Then  the  twelve  called  the  multitude 
of  the  disciples  unto  them,  and  said,  It  is  not  reason  that  we 
should  leave  the  word  of  Gk>d,  and  serve  tables.  3  Wherefore, 
brethren,  look  ye  out  among  you  seven  men  of  honest  report, 
full  of  liie  Holy  Ghost  and  wisdom,  whom  we  may  appoint 
over  this  business.  4  But  we  vrill  give  ourselves  continually 
to  prayer,  and  to  the  ministry  of  fhe  word.  5  And  the  saying 
pleased  the  whole  multitude :  and  they  chose  Stephen,  a  man 
full  of  faith  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  Philip,  and  Prochorus, 
and  Nicanor,  and  Timon,  and  Parmenas,  and  JSTicolas  a  prose- 
lyte of  Antioch,  6  Whom  they  set  before  the  apostles :  and 
when  they  had  prayed,  they  laid  their  hands  on  them. 

1  Tim.  3:  8  Likewise  must  the  deacons  be  grave,  not  double- 
tongued,  not  given  to  much  wine,  not  greedy  of  filthy  lucre ; 
9  Holding  the  mystery  of  the  faith  in  a  pure  conscience.  10 
And  let  these  also  first  be  proved ;  then  let  them  use  the  office 
of  a  deacon,  being  found  blameless.  1 1  Even  so  must  their 
wives  be  grave,  not  slanderers,  sober,  faithful  in  all  things.  12 
Let  the  deacons  be  the  husbands  of  one  wife,  ruling  their 
children  and  their  own  houses  well.  13  For  they  that  have 
used  the  office  of  a  deacon  well,  purchase  to  themselves  a 
good  degree,  and  great  boldness  in  the  faith  which  is  in  Christ 
Jesus.

Ac  14:  23  When  they  had  ordained  them  elders  in  every 
church,  and  had  prayed  with  fasting,  they  commended  them 
to  the  Lord.  —  20:  17  From  Miletus  he  sent  to  Ephesus,  and 
called  the  elders  of  the  church. 

Tit.  1:  5  For  this  cause  left  I  thee  in  Crete,  that  thou 
shouldest  set  in  order  the  things  that  are  wanting,  and  ordain 
elders  in  every  city,  as  I  had  appointed  thee. 

Jam.  5:  14  Is  any  sick  among  you?  let  him  call  for  the 
elders  of  the  church.

104.  Baptism  and  Lord's  Supper  appointed. 

Mat.  26:  26  As  they  were  eating,  Jesus  took  bread,  and 
blessed  it,  and  brake  it,  and  gave  it  to  the  disciples,  and  said. 
Take,  eat ;  this  is  my  body.  27  And  he  took  the  cup,  and 
gave  thanks,  and  gave  it  to  them,  saying.  Drink  ye  all  of  it : 
28  For  this  is  my  blood  of  the  new  testament,  which  is  shed 
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for  many  for  the  remission  of  sins.  29  But  I  say  mito  you,  I 
will  not  drink  henceforth  of  this  firuit  of  the  vine,  untU  that 
day  when  I  drink  it  new  with  you  in  my  Father^s  kingdom. 
80  And  when  they  had  sung  a  hymn,  they  went  out  into  the 
mount  of  OHves.  [Mk.  14:  22  —  25.  Lk.  22:  14  —  20.]  — 
28:  19  GU)  ye  therefore  and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them 
in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy 
Ghost. 

1  Cor.  11:  23  I  have  received  of  the  Lord,  that  ^diich  also 

1  delivered  unto  you,  That  the  Lord  Jesus,  the  same  night  in 
which  he  was  betrayed,  took  bread :  24  And  when  he  had 
given  thanks,  he  brake  it,  and  said,  Take,  eat :  this  is  my  body, 
which  is  broken  for  you :  this  do  in  remembrance  of  me.  25 
After  the  same  manner  also  he  took  the  cup,  when  he  had 
supped,  saying,  This  cup  is  the  new  testament  in  my  blood : 
this  do  ye,  as  oft  as  ye  drink  it,  in  remembrance  of  me.  26  For 
as  often  as  ye  eiat  this  bread,  and  drink  this  cup,  ye  do  shew 
the  Lord's  death  till  he  come. 

105.  Preparation  required  of  partakers  at  the  Lord's  Supper, 

1  Cor.  5:  7  Purge  out  therefore  the  old  leaven,  that  ye  may 
be  a  new  lump,  as  ye  are  unleavened.  For  even  Christ  our 
passover  is  sacrificed  for  us:  8  Therefore  let  us  keep  the 
fbast,  not  with  old  leaven,  neither  with  'the  leaven  of  malice 
and  wickedness ;  but  with  the  unleavened  bread  of  sincerity 
and  truth.  — 11:  27  Whosoever  shall  eat  this  bread,  and  drink 
this  cup  of  the  Lord,  unworthily,  shall  be  guilty  of  the  body 
and  blood  of  the  Lord.  28  But  let  a  man  examine  himself, 
and  so  let  him'  eat  of  that  bread,  and  drink  of  that  cup.  29  For 
he  that  eateth  and  drinketh  unworthily,  eateth  and  drinketh 
damnation  to  himself,  not  discerning  the  Lord's  body.  30  For 
this  cause  many  are  weak  and  sicily  among  you,  and  many 
sleep.    [See  397.] 

106.  Church  ordinances  a  privily. 

Ps.  27:  4  One  thing  have  I  desired  of  the  Lord,  that  will  I 
seek  after ;  that  I  may  dwell  in  the  house  of  the  Lord  all  the 
days  of  my  life,  to  behold  the  beauty  of  the  Lord,  and  to  in- 
quire in  his  temple. — 36:  8  They  shall  be  abundantly  satisfied 
with  the  fatness  of  thy  house,  and  thou  shalt  make  them  drink 
of  the  river  of  thy  pleasures.  —  63:  1  O  God,  thou  art  my 
God ;  early  will  I  seek  thee :  my  soul  thirsteth  for  thee,  my  flesh 
longeth  for  thee  in  a  dry  and  thirsty  land,  where  no  water  is ; 

2  To  see  thy  power  and  thy  glory,  so  as  I  have  seen  thee  in 
the  sanctuary.  —  65:  4  Blessed  is  the  man  whom  thou  choosest, 
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and  causest  to  approach  tinto  thee,  that  he  may  dwell  in  thy 
courts :  we  shall  be  satisfied  with  the  goodness  of  thy  house, 
even  of  thy  holy  temple.  —  84: 1  How  amiable  are  thy  taberna- 
cles, O  Lord  of  hosts  1  2  My  soul  longeth,  yea,  even  fainteth 
for  the  courts  of  the  Lord  :  my  heart  and  my  flesh  crieth  out 
for  the  living  God.  3  Yea,  the  sparrow  hath  found  an  house, 
and  the  swallow  a  nest  for  herself,  where  she  may  lay  her 
young,  even  thine  altars,  O  Lord  of  hosts,  my  King,  and  my 
God.  4  Blessed  are  they  that  dwell  in  thy  house :  they  will 
be  still  praising  thee.  10  For  a  day  in  thy  courts  is  b^ter 
than  a  thousand.  I  had  rather  be  a  door-keeper  in  the  house 
of  my  God,  than  to  dwell  in  the  tents  of  wickedness.  —  87:  5 
Of  Zion  it  shall  be  said.  This  and  that  man  was  bom  in  her : 
and  the  Highest  himself  shall  establish  her.  6  The  Lord 
shall  count,  when  he  writeth  up  the  people,  that  this  man  was 
bom  there.  —  92: 18  Those  that  be  planted  in  the  house  oi 
the  Lord  shall  flourish  in  the  courts  of  our  God.  14  They 
shall  still  bring  forth  fruit  in  old  age ;  they  shall  be  fat  and 
flourishing.

107.  Profession  of  rdtgion  and  observance  of  Christian  ordinances  exempli^ 
fied  and  required. 

26: 17  Thou  hast  avouched  the  Lord  this  day  to  be  thy 
Grod,  and  to  walk  in  his  ways,  and  to  keep  his  statutes,  and  his 
commandments,  and  his  judgments,  and  to  hearken  unto  his 
voice :  18  And  the  Lord  hath  avouched  thee  this  day  to  be 
his  peculiar  people,  as  he  hath  promised  thee,  and  that  thou 
shouldest  keep  all  his  commandments. 

Is.  44:  5  One  shall  say,  I  am  the  Lord's  ;  and  another  shall 
call  himself  by  the  name  of  Jacob ;  and  another  shall  subscribe 
iffith  his  hand  unto  the  Lord,  and  surname  himself  by  the  name 
of  Israel. 

Mat.  5:  15  Neither  do  men  light  a  candle,  and  put  it  under 
a  bushel,  but  on  a  candlestick :  and  it  giveth  light  unto  all  that 
are  in  the  house.  16  Let  your  light  so  shine  before  men,  that 
they  may  see  your  good  works,  and  glorify  your  Father  which 
is  in  heaven.  — 10:  32  Whosoever  therefore  shall  confess  me 
before  men,  him  will  I  confess  also  before  my  Father  which 
is  in  heaven.

8: 38  ^Whosoever  therefore  shall  be  ashamed  of  me,  and 
of  my  words,  in  this  adulterous  and  sinful  generation  ;  of  him

— 16: 16  He  that 
believeth  and  is  baptized,  shall  be  saved.

22  Then  pleased  it  the  apostles  and  elders,  with  the  whole 
church,  to  send  chosen  men  of  their  own  company  to  Antioch, 
with  Paul  and  Barnabas ;  namely^  Judas  sumamed  Barsabas, 
and  Silas,  chief  men  among  the  brethren :  23  And  they  wrote 
letters  by  them  after  this  manner ;  The  apostles,  and  elders, 
and  brethren,  send  greeting  unto  the  brethren  which  are  of  the 
Gentiles  in  Antioch,  and  Syria,  and  Cilicia.  24  Forasmuch 
as  we  have  heard,  that  certain  which  went  out  from  us,  have 
troubled  you  with  words,  subverting  your  souls,  saying,  Te 
must  be  circumcised,  and  keep  the  law ;  to  whom  we  gave  no 
such  commandment :  25  It  seemed  good  unto  us,  being  as- 
sembled with  one  accord,  to  send  chosen  men  unto  you,  with 
our  beloved  Barnabas  and  Paul :  26  Men  that  have  hazarded 
their  lives  for  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  27  We 
have  sent  therefore  Judas  and  Silas  who  shall  also  tell  yau  the 
same  things,  by  mouth.  28  For  it  seemed  good  to  the  Holy 
Ghost,  and  to  us,  to  lay  upon  you  no  greater  burden  than  these 
necessary  things;  29  That  ye  abstain  from  meats  offered 
to  idols,  and  from  blood,  and  from  things  strangled,  and  from 
fornication :  from  which  if  ye  keep  yourselves,  ye  shall  do  welL 
Fare  ye  well. 
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109.  Church  dtscipiine. 

Ps.  141: 5  Let  the  righteous  smite  me ;  it  shaU  he  a  kindness: 
and  let  liim  reprove  me ;  it  shaU  be  an  excellent  oil,  which  shall 
not  break  my  head. 

Mat.  18:  15  J£  thy  brother  shall  trespass  against  thee,  go 
and  tell  him  his  fault  between  thee  and  lum  alone :  if  he  shall 
hear  thee,  thou  hast  gained  thy  brother.  16  But  if  he  will  not 
hear  thee,  then  take  with  thee  one  or  two  more,  that  in  the  mouth 
of  two  or  three  witnesses  every  word  may  be  established.  17 
And  if  he  shall  neglect  to  hear  them,  tell  it  unto  the  church : 
but  if  he  neglect  to  hear  the  church,  let  him  be  unto  thee  as  a 
heathen  man  and  a  publican. 

1  Ck>r.  5:  4  In  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  when  yo 
are  gathered  together,  and  my  spirit,  with  the  power  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  5  To  deliver  such  an  one  unto  Satan  for 
the  destruction  of  the  flesh,  that  the  spirit  may  be  saved  in 
the  day  of  the  Lord  Jesus.  9  I  wrote  unto  you  in  an  epistle, 
not  to  company  with  fornicators:  10  Yet  not  altogether  with 
the  fornicators  of  this  world,  or  with  the  covetous,  or  extortion- 
ers, or  with  idolaters :  for  then  must  ye  needs  go  out  of  the 
world.  11  But  now  I  have  written  unto  you  not  to  keep 
company,  if  any  man  that  is  called  a  brother  be  a  fornicator, 
or  covetous,  or  an  idolater,  or  a  railer,  or  a  drunkard,  or  an 
extortioner :  with  such  an  one  no  not  to  eat.  1 2  For  what  have 
I  to  do  to  judge  them  also  that  are  without  ?  do  not  ye  judge 
them  that  are  withiu?  13  But  them  that  are  without  Grod 
judgeth.  Therefore  put  away  from  among  youreelves  that 
wicked  person. 

Gral.  6: 1  Brethren,  if  a  man  ^e  overtaken  in  a  fault,  ye  which 
are  spiritual,  restore  such  an  one  in  the  spirit  of  meekness ; 
considering  thyself,  lest  thou  also  be  tempted. 

2  Th.  3:  6  We  command  you,  brethren,  in  the  name  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that  ye  withdraw  yourselves  from  every 
brother  that  walketh  disorderly,  and  not  after  the  tradition 
which  he  received  of  us.  14  And  if  any  man  obey  not  our 
word  by  this  epistle,  note  that  man,  and  have  no  company  with 
him,  that  he  may  be  ashamed.  15  "JTet  count  him  not  as  an 
enemy,  but  admonish  him  as  a  brother. 

Tit.  3:  10  A  man  that  is  an  heretic,  after  the  first  and 
second  admonition,  reject ;  11  Knowing  that  he  that  is  such,  is 
subverted,  and  sinneth,  being  condemned  of  himself. 

Rev.  2:  2  I  know  thy  works,  and  thy  labor,  and  thy  patience, 
and  how  thou  canst  not  bear  them  which  are  evil ;  and  thou 
hast  tried  them  which  say  they  are  apostles,  and  are  not ;  and 
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hast  found  them  liars :    3  And  hast  borne,  and  hast  patieocCy 
and  for  my  name's  sake  hast  hibored,  and  hast  not  £unted. 
[See  610.] 

110.  Directions  for  the  edification  of  churches. 

Bom.  12:  4  As  we  have  many  members  in  one  body,  and 
fdl  members  have  not  the  same  office :  5  So  we,  being  many, 
are  one  body  in  Christ,  and  every  one  members  one  of  another. 
6  Having  then  gifts,  diftering  according  to  the  grace  that  is 
given  to  us,  whether  prophecy,  let  its  prophesy  according  to  the 
proportion  of  faith ;  7  Or  ministry,  let  us  wait  on  our  minister- 
ing :  or  he  that  teacheth,  on  teaching :  8  Or  he  that  exhorteth, 
on  exhortation :  he  that  giveth,  let  him  do  it  with  simplicity : 
he  that  ruleth,  with  diligence ;  he  that  sheweth  mercy,  with 
cheerfulness.  9  Let  love  be  without  dissimulation.  Abhor 
that  which  is  evil ;  cleave  to  that  which  is  good.  10  Be  kindly 
affectioned  one  to  another  with  brotherly  love ;  in  honor  Pre- 
ferring one  another. — 14:  19  Let  us  therefore  follow  after  the 
things  which  make  for  peace,  and  things  wherewith  one  may 
edify  another.  — 15:  1  We  then  that  are  strong  ought  to  bear 
the  infirmities  of  the  weak,  and  not  to  please  ourselves.  2  Let 
every  one  of  us  please  his  neighbor  for  his  good  to  edification. 
3  For  even  Christ  pleased  not  himself. 

Ep.  4:  15  But  speaking  the  truth  in  tove,  may  grow  up  into 
him  in  all  things,  which  is  the  head,  even  Christ:  16  From 
whom  the  whole  body  fitly  joined  together  and  compacted  by 
that  which  every  joint  supplieth,  according  to  the  effectual 
working  in  the  measure  of  every  part,  maketh  increase  of  the 
body  unto  the  edifynng  of  itself  in  love.  29  Let  no  corrupt 
communication  proceed  out  of  your  mouth,  but  that  which  is 
good  to  the  use  of  edifying,  that  it  may  minister  grace  unto 
the  hearers. 

Col.  3:  16  Let  the  word  of  Christ  dwell  in  you  richly  in  all 
wisdom ;  teaching  and  admonishing  one  another  in  psalms,  and 
hymns,  and  spiritual  songs,  sin^ng  with  grace  in  your  hearts 
to  the  Lord.     [Heb.  10:  24,  25!] 

1  Th.  5:  11  Comfort  yourselves  together,  and  edify  one 
another,  even  as  also  ye  do. 

Heb.  3:  13  Exhort  one  another  daily,  while  it  is  called 
To-day ;  lest  any  of  you  be  hardened  through  the  deceitfulness 
of  sin. — 10:  24  Let  us  consider  one  another,  to  provoke  unto 
love,  and  to  good  works :  25  Not  forsaking  the  assembling  of 
ourselves  together,  as  the  manner  of  some  is ;  but  exhorting 
one  another;  and  so  much  the  more,  as  ye  see  the  day  ap- 
proaching. 
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111.  Brotherly  hoej  feUowshipf  and  unity  in  churdies, required  and  eocene 
jdified, 

1  S.  18:  3  Then  Jonatiban  and  David  made  a  coyenant,  be- 
cause he  loved  him  as  his  own  soul. 

2  S.  1:  26  I  am  distressed  for  thee,  my  bilother  Jonathan: 
very  pleasant  hast  thou  been  unto  me :  thy  love  to  me  was 
wonderful,  passing  the  love  of  women. 

Ps.  133: 1  Behold,  how  good  and  how  pleasant  it  is  for 
brethren  to  dwell  together  in  unity!  2  It  is  like  the  pre- 
cious ointment  upon  the  head,  that  ran  down  upon  the  beard, 
even  Aaron's  beard :  that  went  down  to  the  skirts  of  his  gar- 
ments. 

Is.  52:  8  Thy  watchmen  shaQ  lift  up  the  voice ;  with  the 
voice  together  shall  they  sing :  for  they  shall  see  eye  to  eye, 
when  the  Lord  shall  bring  again  Zion.

But  (which  becometh  women  professing  godliness)  with  good 
worits. 

3:  3  Whose  adorning  let  it  not  be  that  outward 
adorning  of  plaiting  the  hair,  and  of  wearing  of  gold,  or  of 
putting  on  of  apparel ;  4  But  let  it  be  the  hidden  man  of  the 
heart,  in  that  which  is  not  corruptible,  even  the  ornament  oi  a 
meek  and  quiet  spirit,  which  is  in  the  sight  of  Gfod  of  great 
price.  5  For  after  this  manner  in  the  old  time  the  holy  women 
also,  who  trusted  in  Grod,  adorned  themselves,  being  in  sub- 
jection unto  their  own  husbands.

175.  Error  prevalent,  corrupting  and  ruinous. 

Ps.  19: 12  Who  can  understand  his  errors  ?  cleanse  thou  me 
bom  secret  faults. 

Pr.  19:  27  Cease,  my  son,  to  hear  the  instruction  that  causeth 
to  err  from  the  words  of  knowledge. 

Ec.  7:  29  Lo,  this  only  have  I  found,  that  God  hath  made 
man  upright ;  but  they  have  sought  out  many  inventions. 

Mat  16:  12  Then  understood  they  how  ti^iat  he  bade  them 
not  beware  of  the  leaven  of  bread,  but  of  the  doctrine  of  the 
Pharisees  and  of  the  Sadducees.

15:  13  Not  many  days  after,  the  younger  son  gathered 
all  together,  and  took  lus  journey  into  ^  far  country,  and  there 
wasted  his  substance  with  riotous  living.  17  And  when  lie 
cuine  to  himself,  he  said.  How  many  fired  servants  of  my 
lather's  have  bread  enougli  and  to  spare,  and  I  perish  with 
hunger !  18  1  will  arise  and  ^  to  my  &ther,  and  will  say 
unto  him,  Father,  1  have  sinned  against  heaven,  and  before 
thee.  —  IG:  19  Tliere  was  a  certain  rich  man,  which  was 
clothed  in  |>ur})le  and  fine  linen  and  fared  sumptuously  eveiy 
day:  22  Therich  man  also  died,  and  was  buried:  23  And  in  heU 
he  lifted  up  his  eyG&,  being  in  torments.

9  By  faith  he  sojourned 
in  the  land  of  promise,  as  in  a  strange  country,  dwelling  in 
tabernacles  with  Isaac  and  Jacob,  the  heirs  with  him  of  the 
same  promise :  10  For  he  looked  for  a  city  whidi  hath  founda- 
tions, whose  builder  and  maker  is  Grod.  13  These  all  died  in 
faith,  not  having  received  the  promises,  but  having  seen  them 
afar  ofi^  and  were  persuaded  of  them,  and  embraced  them,  and 
confessed  that  they  were  strangers  aiid  pilgrims  on  the  earth.

185.  Effects  offaiih, 

Heb.  11:  32  What  shall  I  more  say?  for  the  time  would 
fell  me  to  tell  of  Gedeon,  and  of  Barak,  and  of  Samson,  and 
of  Jephthae,  of  David  also,  and  Samuel,  and  of  the  prophets : 
33  Who  through  faith  subdued  kingdoms,  wrought  righteous- 
ness, obtained  promises,  stopped  the  mouths  of  lions,  34 
Quenched  the  violence  of  fire,  escaped  the  edge  of  the  sword, 
out  of  weakness  were  made  strong,  waxed  valiant  in  fight, 
turned  to  flight  the  armies  of  the  aliens.  [See  the  whole 
chapter.]

6:  9  There  arose  certain  of  the  synagogue,  which  is 
called  the  synagogue  of  the  Libertines,  and  Cyrenians,  and 
Alexandrians,  and  of  them  of  Cilicia,  and  of  Asia,  disputing 
with  Stephen.  10  And  they  were  not  able  to  resist  the  wis- 
dom and  the  spirit  by  which  he  spake.  —  9:  29  He  [Paul] 
spake  boldly  in  the  name  of  «the  Lord  Jesus,  and  disputed 
against  the  Grecians :  but  they  went  about  to  slay  him.  — 17:  16 
While  Paul  waited  for  them  at  Athens,  his  spirit  was  stirred 
in  him,  when  he  saw  the  city  wholly  given  to  idolatry.  17 
Therefore  disputed  he  in  the  synagogue  with  the  Jews,  and 
with  the  devout  persons,  and  in  the  market  daily  with  them 
that  met  with  him.  — 19:  8  He  went  into  the  synagogue,  and 
spake  boldly  for  the  space  of  three  months,  disputing  and  per- 
suading the  things  concerning  the  kingdom  of  God.  9  But 
when  divers  were  hardened,  and  believed  not,  but  spake  evil 
of  that  way  before  the  multitude,  he  departed  from  them,  and 
separated  the  disciples,  disputing  daily  in  the  school  of  one 
Tyrannus.  10  And  this  continued  by  the  space  of  two  years ; 
so  that  all  they  which  dwelt  in  Asia  heard  the  word  of  the  Lord 
Jesus,  both  Jews  and  Greeks.

6  For  if  the  woman  be  not  covered,  let  her  also  be 
shorn :  but  if  it  be  a  shame  for  a  woman  to  be  shorn  or  shaven, 
let  her  be  covered.  7  For  a  man  indeed  ought  not  to  cover 
his  head,  forasmuch  as  he  is  the  image  and  glory  of  God :  bat 
the  woman  is  the  glory  of  the  man.  8  For  the  man  is  not  of 
the  woman,  but  the  woman  of  the  man.  9  Neither  was  the 
man  created  for  the  woman,  but  the  woman  for  the  man.  13 
Judge  in  yourselves :  Is  it  comely  that  a  woman  pray  unto  Grod 
uncovered  ?  14  Doth  not  even  nature  itself  teach  you,  that 
if  a  man  have  long  hair,  it  is  a  shame  unto  him?  15  But 
if  a  woman  have  long  hair,  it  is  a  glory  to  her:  fw  her  hair  is 
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giyen  ber  for  a  covering.  — 14:  34  Let  your  women  keep 
^ence  in  the  churches ;  for  it  is  not  permitted  unto  them  to 
speak :  but  thei/  are  commanded  to  be  under  obedience,  as  also 
saith  the  law.  35  And  if  they  will  learn  any  thing,  let  them 
ask  their  husbands  at  home ;  for  it  is  a  shame  for  women  to 
speak  in  the  church. 

Eph.  5:  22  Wives,  submit  yourselves  unto  your  own  hus- 
band, as  unto  the  Lord.  23  For  the  husband  is  the  head  of 
the  wife,  even  as  Christ  is  the  head  of  the  church :  and  he  is 
the  Saviour  of  the  body.  24  Therefore  as  the  church  is 
subject  unto  Christ,  so  let  the  wives  he  to  their  own  husbands 
in  every  thing. 

Col.  3:  18  Wives,  submit  yourselves  unto  your  own  husbands, 
as  it  is  fit  in  the  Lord. 

1  Tim.  2:  11  Let  the  woman  leam  in  silence  with  all  sub- 
jection. 12  But  I  suffer  not  a  woman  to  teach,  nor  to  usurp 
authority  over  the  man,  but  to  be  in  silence.  13  For  Adam 
was  first  formed,  then  Eve. 

1  Pet.  3:  1  Likewise,  ye  wives,  he  in  subjection  to  your  own 
husbands;  that,  if  any  obey  not  the  word,  they  also  may 
without  the  word  be  won  by  the  conversation  of  the  wives ;

17  And  I  will  eoaie  down  and  tcdk 
with  thee  there ;  aad  I  will  take  of  the  spirit  which  u  upon 
Ihee,  and  will  put  it  upon  them :  and  they  shall  bear  the  burden 
of  the  peq)le  with  thee,  that  thou  bear  it  not  thyself  alone. 
[Dt  1:  9—18.] 

NxMOL  27: 15  Moses  spake  unto  the  Lord,  saying,  16  Let 
the  LoBD,  the  God  of  the  spirits  of  all  flesh,  set  a  man  over 
the  congregation,  17  Which  may  go  out  before  them,  and 
which  may  go  in  b^re  them,  and  which  may  lead  them  out, 
and  which  may  bring  them  in ;  that  the  congregation  of  the 
XfOBD  be  not  as  sheep  which  have  no  shepherd.  18  And  the 
Lord  said  unto  Moses,  Take  thee  Joshua  the  son  of  Nun,  a 
Bum  in  whom  it  the  spirit,  and  lay  thine  hand  upon  him ;  19 
And  set  him  before  Eleazar  the  priest,  and  before  all  the  ccm- 
gregation :  and  give  him  a  charge  in  their  sight.

— 19: 15 
l^othfulness  casteth  mto  a  deep  sleep ;  and  an  idle  soul  shall 
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«afkr  hunger.  —  20:  4  The  sluggard  will  not  pic 
of  the  cold;  therefore  shall  he  b^  in  harvest,  and 
13  Love  not  sleep,  lest  thou  come  to  poverty;  open  thine 
ejes,  and  thou  shalt  be  satisfied  with  bread.  —  21:  25  The 
desire  of  the  slothful  killeth  him;  for  his  hands  refuse  to  labor. 
26  He  eoveteth  greedily  all  the  day  long :  but  the  righteous 
giveth  and  spareth  not.

22  Pro- 
fessing themselves  to  be  wise,  they  became  fools ;  23  And 
changed  the  glory  of  the  incorruptible  God  into  an  image  madd 
like  to  corruptible  man,  and  to  birds,  and  four-footed  beasts, 
^ad  creeping  things.    24  Wherefore  God  also  gave  them  up 
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to  micleaimess,  through  the  lusts  of  their  own  hearts,  to  dis- 
honor their  own  hodies  hetween  themselves :  29  Being  filled 
with  all  unrighteousness,  fomicaticm,  wid^edness,  covetousness, 
maliciousness ;  full  of  envy,  murder,  debate,  deceit,  malignity; 
whisperers,  30  Backbiters,  haters  of  Crod,  despiteful,  proud, 
boasters,  inventors  of  evil  things,  disobedient  to  parents,  31 
Without  understanding,  covenant-breakers,  without  natural  af- 
fection, implacable,  unmerdiul. 

Ep.  4:  17  This  I  say  therefore,  and  testify  in  the  Lord,  that 
ye  henceforth  walk  not  as  other  Gentiles  walk,  in  the  vanity 
of  their  mind,  18  Having  the  understanding  darkened,  being 
alienated  from  the  life  of  God  through  the  ignorance  that  is  in 
them,  because  of  the  blindness  of  their  heart:  19  Who,  being 
past  feeling,  have  given  themselves  over  untolasciviousness,  to 
work  all  uncleanness  with  greediness.     [See  480.] 

360.  HeaUten  gods  destitute  of  divinity, 

Ps.  115:  4  Their  idols  are  silver  and  gold,  the  work  of 
men's  hands.  5  They  have  mouths,  but  they  speak  not:  eyes 
have  they,  but  they  see  not:  6  They  have  ears,  but  they 
hear  not :  noses  have  they,  but  they  smell  not :  7  They  have 
hands,  but  they  handle  not:  feet  have  they,  but  they  walk 
not:  neither  speak  they  through  their  throat.  8  They  that 
make  them  are  hke  unto  them ;  so  is  every  one  that  trusteth  in 
them.

eration  of  them  that  hate  me.  —  23:  24  Thou  shalt  not  bow 
down  to  their  gods,  nor  serve  them,  nor  do  after  their  woits : 
but  thou  shalt  utterly  overthrow  them,  and  quite  break  down 
their  images.  —  34: 17  Thou  shalt  make  thee  no  molten  gods. 
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Comix»»n-^DisplB«GiDg  to  God. 

Ley.  19:  4  Turn  ye  not  unto  idols,  nor  make  to  Tourselves 
molten  gods:  I  can  the  Lobd  your  Gk>d.  —  26:  1  Ye  shall 
make  you  no  idols  nor  graven  image,  neither  rear  you  up  a 
standing  image,  neither  shall  ye  set  up  any  imi^  of  stcme 
in  your  land,  to  bow  down  unto  it :  for  I  am  the  Lobd  your 
God.

1  K.  9:  6  If  ye  shall  at  all  turn  from  following  me»  ye  or 
your  children,  and  will  not  keep  my  commandments  and  mj 
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itatQtes  which  I  have  set  before  you,  bat  go  and  serve  other 
gods,  and  WOTship  them :  7  Then  will  I  cat  <^  Israel  oat  of  the 
land  which  I  have  given  them ;  and  this  hoose  which  I  have 
hallowed  for  my  name,  will  I  cast  oat  of  my  sight ;  and  Israel 
shall  be  a  proverb  and  a  bye-word  among  all  people. 

2  K.  17:  9  The  children  of  Israel  did  secretly  those  things 
that  ivere  not  right  against  the  Lord  their  Grod,  and  they  bailt 
them  high  places  in  all  their  cities,  from  the  tower  of  the 
watchmen  to  the  fenced  city.

there  was  none  left  but  the  tribe  of  Judah  only.  19  Judah 
kept  not  the  commandments  of  the  Lord  their  God,  but  waOked 
in  the  statutes  of  Israel  which  they  made.  20  And  the  Lord 
rejected  all  the  seed  of  Israel,  and  afflicted  them,  and  delivered 
them  into  the  hand  of  spoilers,  until  he  had  cast  them  out  of 
his  sight  —  22: 17  Because  they  have  forsaken  me,  and  have 
burned  incense  unto  other  gods,  that  they  might  provoke  me 
to  anger  with  all  the  works  of  their  hands ;  therefore  my 
wrath  shall  be  kindled  against  this  place,  and  shall  not  be 
qu^iched. 

Ps.  78:  58  They  provoked  him  to  anger  with  their  high 
places,  and  moved  him  to  jealousy  with  dieir  graven  images. 
59  TVlien  Grod  heard  thiSy  he  was  wroth,  and  greatly  abhorred 
IsraeL 

Jer.  44:  2  Thus  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts,  the  Grod  of  Israel ; 
Ye  have  seen  all  the  evil  that  I  have  brought  upon  Jerusalem, 
and  upon  all  the  cities  of  Judah ;  and  behold,  this  day  they 
are  a  descdation,  and  no  man  dwelleth  therein ;  8  Because  of 
their  wickedness  which  they  have  committed  to  provoke  me  to 
anger,  in  that  they  went  to  bum  incense,  and  to  serve  other 
gods,  whom  they  Knew  not,  neither  they,  ye,  nor  your  fathers. 
4  I  sent  imto  you  all  my  servants  the  prophets,  rising  early 
and  sending  themy  saying.  Oh,  do  not  this  abominable  thing 
that  I  hate. 

86: 18  Wherefore,  I  poured  my  ftiry  upon  them  for  thq 
blood  that  they  had  shed  upon  the  land,  and  for  their  idols 
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wheremth  they  had  polluted  it:  19  And  I  scattered  them 
among  the  heathen,  and  they  were  dispersed  through  the 
coontries :  according  to  their  way  and  according  to  their 
doings  I  judged  them.

363.  TTie  sin  and  danger  of  ignorance — knowledge  required. 

32:  9  Be  ye  not  as  the  horse,  or  as  the  mule,  which  have 
no  understanding :  whose  mouth  must  be  held  in  with  bit  and 
bridle,  lest  they  come  near  unto  thee. 

13:  18  Poverty  and  shame  shcdl  be  to  him  that  reftiseth 
instruction :  but  he  that  regardeth  reproof  shall  be  hcmored.  — 
15: 32  He  that  refuseth  instruction  despiseth  his  own  soul :  but 
he  that  heareth  reproof  getteth  understanding. — 19:  2  Also, 
that  the  soul  be  without  knowledge,  it  is  not  good ;  and  he  that 
hasteth  with  his  feet  sinneth.

4:  14  That  we  henceforth  be  no  more  children,  tossed  to 
and  fro,  and  carried  about  with  every  wind  of  doctrine,  by  the 
sleight  of  men,  and  cunning  craftiness,  whereby  they  He  in 
wait  to  deceive.

Ezk.  2:  3  He  said  unto  me,  Son  of  man,  I  send  thee  to  the 
^children  of  Israel,  to  a  rebellious  nation  that  hath  rebelled 
against  me :  they  and  their  fathers  have  transgressed  against 
me,  even  unto  this  very  day.  7  Thou  shalt  speak  my  words 
unto  them,  whether  they  will  hear,  or  whether  they  will  for- 
bear :  for  they  are  most  rebellious.  —  5:  5  Thus  saith  the  Lord 
God  ;  This  t*  Jerusalem ;  I  have  set  it  in  the  midst  of  the 
nations  and  countries  that  are  round  about  her.  6  And  she 
hath  changed  my  judgments  into  wickedness  more  than  the 
nations,  and  my  statutes  more  than  the  countries  that  are  round 
about  her:  for  they  have  refused  my  judgments  and  my  stat- 
utes, they  have  not  walked  in  them.  9  I  will  do  in  thee  that 
which  I  have  not  done,  and  whereunto  I  will  not  do  any  more 
the  like,  because  of  all  thine  abominations.  —  9:  9  Then  said 
he  unto  me,  The  iniquity  of  the  house  of  Israel  and  Judah  is 
exceeding  great,  and  the  land  is  full  of  blood,  and  the  city  full 
of  perverseness :  for  they  say.  The  Lord  hath  forsaken  the 
earth,  and  the  Lord  seeth  not. 

Hos.  9:  1 6  Ephraim  is  smitten,  their  root  is  dried  up,  tliey 
shall  bear  no  fruit :  yea,  though  they  bring  forth,  yet  ¥rill  I  slay 
even  the  beloved /rutV  of  their  womb.  17  My  God  wiU  cast 
them  away,  because  they  did  not  hearken  unto  him :  and  they 
shall  be  wanderers  among  the  nations. 

378.  Predicted  resuscitation^  reunion,  and  return  of  the  Jews  to  the  promised 
land,  with  peculiar  sidtsequent  prosperity. 

Is.  11:  11  It  shall  come  to  pass  in  that  day,  that  the  Lord 
shall  set  his  hand  again  the  second  time  to  recover  the  rem- 
nant of  his  people,  which  shall  be  left,  from  Assyria,  and  from 
Egypt,  and  from  Pathros,  and  from  Cush,  and  from  Elam, 
and  from  Shinar,  and  from  Hamath,  and  from  the  islands  of 
the  sea.  12  And  he  shall  set  up  an  ensign  for  the  nations, 
and  shall  assemble  the  outcasts  of  Israel,  and  gather  together 
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tfee  ^persed  of  Judah  from  the  four  comers  of  the  earth.  13 
^he  envj  also  of  Ephraim  shall  depart,  and  the  adversaries 
of  Judah  shall  be  cut  off:  Ephraim  shall  not  envy  Judah,  and 
Judah  shall  not  vex  Ephraim.  16  And  there  shsdl  be  an  high- 
way for  the  remnant  of  his  people,  which  shall  be  left,  from 
Assyria;  like  as  it  was  to  Israel  in  the  day  that  he  came  up 
out  of  the  land  of  Egypt  —  27:  6  He  shall  cause  them  that 
come  of  Jacob  to  take  root ;  Israel  shall  blossom  and  bud,  and 
fill  the  face  of  the  world  with  fruit  13  And  it  shall  come  to 
pass  in  that  day,  that  the  great  trumpet  shall  be  blown,  and 
they  shall  come  which  were  ready  to  perish  in  the  land  of 
Assyria,  and  the  outcasts  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  and  shall  wor- 
ship the  Lord  in  the  holy  mount  at  Jerusalem.  —  49:  22  Thus 
saith  the  Lord  God,  Behold,  I  will  lift  up  my  hand  to  the 
Grentiles,  and  set  up  my  standard  to  the  people :  and  they  shall 
bring  thy  sons  in  thetr  arms,  and  thy  daughters  shall  be  carried 
upon  their  shoulders.  23  And  kings  shall  be  thy  nursing 
fathers,  and  their  queens  thy  nursing  mothers. 

Jer.  8:  17  At  that  time  they  shall  call  Jerusalem  the  throne 
of  the  LoKD ;  and  all  the  nations  shall  be  gathered  unto  it,  to 
the  name  of  the  Lord,  to  Jerusalem :  neither  shall  they  walk 
any  more  after  the  imagination  of  their  evil  heart.  18  In 
those  days  the  house  of  Judah  shall  walk  with  the  house  of 
Israel,  and  they  shall  come  together  out  of  the  land  of  the 
north  to  the  land  that  I  have  given  for  an  inheritance  unto 
your  fathers.  — 16:  14  Behold,  the  days  come,  saith  the  Lord, 
that  it  shall  no  more  be  said.  The  Lord  liveth,  that  brought  up 
the  children  of  Israel  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt  15  But,  The 
Lord  liveth,  that  brought  up  the  children  of  Israel  from  the 
land  of  the  north,  and  from  all  the  lands  whither  he  had  driven 
them :  and  I  will  bring  them  again  into  their  land  that  I  gave 
unto  their  fathers.  1 6  Behold,  I  will  send  for  many  fishers, 
saith  the  Lord,  and  they  shall  fish  them ;  and  after  will  I  send 
for  many  hunters,  and  they  shall  hunt  them  from  every 
mountain,  imd  from  every  hill,  and  out  of  the  holes  of  the 
rocks. 

Ezk.  20:  40  For  in  my  holy  mountain,  in  the  mountain  of  the 
height  of  Israel,  saith  the  Lord  God,  there  shall  all  the  house 
of  Israel,  all  of  them  in  the  land,  serve  me :  there  will  I  accept 
them,  and  there  will  I  require  your  offerings,  and  the  first 
fruits  of  your  oblations,  with  all  your  holy  things.  41  I  will 
accept  you  with  your  sweet  savor,  when  I  bring  you  out  from 
the  people,  and  gather  you  out  of  the  countries  wherein  ye 
have  been  scattered ;  and  I  will  be  sanctified  in  you  before  the 
heaihen.    42  And  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  the  Lord  when  I 
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shall  bring  jou  into  the  land  of  Israel,  into  the  coantryfor  the 
which  I  lifted  up  mj  hand  to  give  it  to  your  fathers^  —  34:  IS 
I  will  bring  them  out  from  the  people,  and  gather  them 
from  the  countries,  and  will  bring  them  to  their  own  land, 
and  feed  them  upon  the  mountains  of  Israel  by  the  rivers, 
and  in  all  the  inhabited  places  of  the  country.  23  And  I 
^^rill  set  up  one  Shepherd  over  them,  and  he  shall  feed  them, 
even  my  servant  David ;  he  shall  feed  them,  and  he  shall  be 
their  shepherd.  24  And  I  the  Lord  will  be  their  God,  and 
my  servant  David  a  prince  among  them ;  I  the  Lord  have 
spoken  it  25  And  I  will  make  with  them  a  covenant  of 
peace,  and  will  cause  the  evil  beasts  to  cease  out  of  the  land :

27  And 
the  tree  of  the  field  shall  yield  her  fruit,  and  the  earth  shall 
yield  her  increase,  and  they  shall  be  safe  in  their  land,  and 
shall  know  that  I  am  the  Lord,  when  I  have  broken  the  bands 
of  their  yoke,  and  delivered  them  out  of  the  hand  of  those 
that  served  themselves  of  them.  28  And  they  shall  no  more 
be  a  prey  to  the  heathen,  neither  shall  the  beasts  of  the  land 
devour  them ;  but  they  shall  dwell  safely,  and  none  shall  make 
them  a&aid.  29  And  I  will  raise  up  for  them  a  plant  of  re- 
nown, and  they  shall  be  no  more  consumed  with  hunger  in  the 
land,  neither  bear  the  shame  of  the  heathen  any  more. — 
36:  1  Also,  thou  son  of  man,  prophesy  unto  the  mountains 
of  Israel,  and  say.  Ye  mountains  of  Israel,  hear  the  word  of 
the  Lord  :  2  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ;  Because  the  enemy 
hath  said  against  you,  Aha,  even  the  ancient  liigh  places  are 
ours  in  possession :  3  Therefore,  prophesy  and  say,  Thus  saith 
the  Lord  God  ;  Because  they  have  made  you  desolate,  and 
swallowed  you  up  on  every  side,  that  ye  might  be  a  possession 
unto  the  residue  of  the  heathen,  and  ye  are  tak^i  up  in  the 
lips  of  talkers,  and  are  an  infamy  of  the  people  :  4  Therefore, 
ye  mountains  of  Israel,  hear  the  word  of  the  Lord  God  ;  Thus 
saith  the  Lord  God  to  the  mountains,  and  to  the  hills,  to  the 
rivers,  and  to  the  valleys,  to  the  desolate  wastes,  and  to  the 
cities  that  are  forsaken,  which  became  a  prey  and  derision  to 
the  residue  of  the  heathen  that  are  round  about ;  5  Therefore 
thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ;  Surely  in  the  fire  of  my  jealousy 
have  I  spoken  against  the  residue  of  the  heathen,  and  against 
all  Idumea,  which  have  appointed  my  land  into  their  posses- 
sion with  the  joy  of  aU  their  heart,  with  despiteful  minds,  to 
CMt  it  out  for  a  prey.  6  Prophesy  therefore  concerning  the 
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Ittnd  of  Israel,  and  say  unto  the  mountains,  and  to  the  hills,  to 
the  rivers,  and  to  the  valleys,  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ;  Be- 
.  hold,  I  have  spoken  in  my  jealousy  and  in  my  fary,  because 
ye  have  borne  the  shame  of  the  heathen :  7  Therefore  thus 
saith  the  Lord  God  ;  I  have  lifted  up  mine  hand :  Surely  the 
heathen  that  are  about  you,  they  shall  bear  their  shame. 
8  But  ye,  O  mountains  of  Israel,  ye  shall  shoot  forth  your 
branches,  and  yield  your  fruit  to  my  people  of  Israel ;  for  they 
are  Bi  hand  to  come.  9  For  behold,  I  am  for  you,  and  I  will 
turn  unto  you,  and  ye  shall  be  tilled  and  sown :  10  And  I  will 
multiply  men  upon  you,  all  the  house  of  Israel,  even  all  of  it : 
and  the  cities  shall  be  inhabited,  and  the  wastes  shall  be 
builded :  1 1  And  I  will  multiply  upon  you  man  and  beast ; 
and  they  shall  increase  and  bring  fruit :  and  I  will  settle  you 
after  your  old  estates,  and  will  do  better  unto  you  than  at  your 
b^nnings  :  and  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  the  Lord.  12  Yea, 
I  will  cause  men  to  walk  upon  jou,even  my  people  Israel ;  and 
they  shall  possess  thee,  and  thou  shalt  be  their  inheritance, 
and  thou  shalt  no  more  henceforth  bereave  them  of  meru 
18  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ;  Because  they  say  unto  you. 
Thou  land  devourest  up  men,  and  hast  bereaved  thy  nations ; 
14  Therefore,  thou  shalt  devour  men  no  more,  neither  bereave 
thy  nations  any  more,  saith  the  Lord  God.  15  Neither  will  I 
cause  men  to  hear  in  thee  the  shame  of  the  heathen  any  more, 
neither  shalt  thou  bear  the  reproach  of  the  people  any  more, 
neither  shalt  thou  cause  thy  nations  to  fall  any  more,  saith  the 
Lord  God.  33  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ;  In  the  day  that  I 
shall  have  cleansed  you  from  all  your  iniquities  I  will  also 
cause  1/ou  to  dwell  in  the  cities,  and  the  wastes  shall  be  builded. 
34  And  the  desolate  land  shall  be  tilled,  whereas  it  lay  deso- 
late in  the  sight  of  all  that  passed  hy,  35  And  they  shall  say. 
This  land  that  was  desolate  is  become  like  the  garden  of  £den ; 
and  the  waste  and  desolate  and  ruined  cities  are  become  fenced, 
and  are  inhabited.  36  Then  the  heathen  that  are  left  round 
about  you  shall  know  that  I  the  Lord  build  the  ruined  places, 
and  plant  that  that  was  desolate :  I  the  Lord  have  spoken  it, 
and  I  will  do  it.  —  37: 1  The  hand  of  the  Lord  was  upon  me, 
and  carried  me  out  in  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord,  and  set  me  down 
in  the  midst  of  the  valley  which  was  full  of  bones,  2  And  caused 
me  to  pass  by  them  round  about :  and  behold,  there  were  very 
many  in  the  open  valley ;  and  lo,  t/tey  were  very  dry.  3  And 
he  said  unto  me.  Son  of  man,  can  these  bones  Hve  ?  and  I  an-> 
swered,  O  Lord  God,  thou  knowest.  11  Then  he  said  unto 
me,  Son  of  man,  these  bones  are  the  whole  house  of  Israel : 
beboldy  they  say,  Our  bones  are  dried,  and  our  hope  is  lost :  we 
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are  cat  off  for  our  parts.  12  .Therefore  prophesy  and  saj  imto 
them,  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ;  Behold,  O  my  people,  I  will 
open  your  graves,  and  cause  you  to  come  up  out  of  your  graves^ 
and  bring  you  into  the  land  of  Israel.  13  And  ye  shall  know 
that  I  am  the  Lord,  when  I  have  opened  your  graves,  O  my 
people,  and  brought  you  up  out  of  your  graves,  14  And  shall 
put  my  Spirit  in  you,  and  ye  shall  live,  and  I  shall  place  you 
in  your  own  land :  then  shall  ye  know  that  1  the  Lord  have 
spoken  it,  and  performed  it,  saith  the  Lord.  16  Moreover, 
thou  son  of  man,  take  thee  one  stick,  and  write  upon  it.  For 
Judah,  and  for  the  children  of  Israel  his  companions :  then 
take  another  stick,  and  write  upon  it.  For  Joseph,  the  stick  of 
Ephraim,  and /or  all  the  house  of  Israel  his  companions :  17 
And  join  them  one  to  another  into  one  stick ;  and  they  shall 
become  (me  in  thy  hand.  18  And  when  the  children  of  thy 
people  shall  speak  unto  thee,  saying,  Wilt  thou  not  shew  us  what 
thou  meanest  by  these?  19  Say  unto  them,  Thus  saith  the 
Lord  God  ;  Behold,  I  will  take  the  stick  of  Joseph,  which  is  in 
the  hand  of  Ephraim,  and  the  tribes  of  Israel  his  fellows,  and 
will  put  them  with  him,  even  with  the  stick  of  Judah,  and  make 
them  one  stick,  and  they  shall  be  one  in  my  hand.  20  And 
the  sticks  whereon  thou  writest  shall  be  in  thy  hand  before 
their  eyes.  21  And  say  unto  them.  Thus  saith  the  Lord 
God  ;  Behold,  I  will  take  the  children  of  Israel  from  among 
the  heathen,  whither  they  be  gone,  and  will  gather  them 
on  every  side,  and  bring  them  into  their  own  land :  22  And 
I  will  make  them  one  nation  in  the  land  upon  the  mountains 
of  Israel ;  and  one  king  shaU  be  king  to  them  all :  and  they 
shall  be  no  more  two  nations,  neither  shall  they  be  divided  into 
two  kingdoms  any  more  at  all :  23  Neither  shall  they  defile 
themselves  any  more  with  their  idols,  nor  with  their  detestable 
things,  nor  with  any  of  their  transgre^ssions :  but  I  will  save 
them  out  of  all  their  dwelling-places,  wherein'  they  have 
sinned,  and  will  cleanse  them :  so  shaU  they  be  my  people,  and 
I  will  be  their  God.

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Israel,  when  mj  sanctuary  shall  be  in  the  midst  of  them  tor 
evermore.  —  39:  24  According  to  their  uncleanness  and  accord- 
ing to  their  transgressions  have  I  done  unto  them,  and  hid  my 
face  fix)m  them.  25  Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ; 
Now  will  I  bring  again  the  captivity  of  Jacob,  and  have  mercy 
upon  the  whole  house  of  Israel,  and  will  be  jealous  for  my 
holy  name ;  28  Then  shall  they  know  that  I  am  the  Lord 
their  Grod,  which  caused  them  to  be  led  into  captivity  among 
the  heathen :  but  I  have  gathered  them  unto  their  own  land, 
and  have  left  none  ot  them  any  more  there.  29  Neither  will 
I  hide  my  hce  any  more  from  them :  for  I  have  poured  out 
my  Spirit  upon  the  house  of  Israel,  saith  the  Lord  God. 

Hos.  1: 10  Yet  the  number  of  the  children  of  Israel  shall 
be  as  the  sand  of  the  sea,  which  cannot  be  measured  nor  num- 
bered ;  and  it  shall  come  to  pass,  tkat  in  the  place  where  it  was 
said  unto  them,  Te  are  not  my  people,  there  it  shall  be  said 
unto  them,  Te  are  the  sons  of  the  living  Gt)d.  1 1  Then  shall 
the  children  of  Judah  and  the  children  of  Israel  be  gathered 
together,  and  appoint  themselves  one  head,  and  they  shall  come 
up  out  of  the  land :  for  great  shall  be  the  day  of  JezreeL  — 
3:  4  For  thie  children  of  Israel  shall  abide  many  days  without 
a  king,  and  without  a  prince,  and  without  a  sacrifice,  and  with- 
out an  image,  and  without  an  ephod,  and  latthotU  teraphim :  5 
Afterward  shall  the  children  of  Israel  return,  and  seek  the 
Lord  their  Grod,  and  David  their  king;  and  shall  fear 
the  Lord  and  his  goodness  in  the  latter  days. — 14:  5  I  will 
be  as  the  dew  unto  Israel:  he  shall  grow  as  the  lily,  and 
cast  forth  his  roots  as  Lebanon.  6  His  branches  shall 
spread,  and  his  beauty  shall  be  as  the  olive  tree,  and  his 
smell  as  Lebanon.  7  They  that  dwell  under  his  shadow  shall 
return ;  they  shall  revive  as  the  corn,  and  grow  as  the  vine : 
the  scent  thereof  shall  be  as  the  wine  of  Lebanon, 

Am.  9:  14  I  will  bring  again  the  captivity  of  my  people  of 
Israel,  and  they  shall  build  the  waste  cities,  and  inhabit  them  ; 
and  they  shall  plant  vineyards,  and  drink  the  wine  thereof ; 
they  shall  also  make  gardens,  and  eat  the  fruit  of  them.  1  r> 
And  I  will  plant  them  upon  their  land,  and  they  shall  no  more 
be  pulled  up  out  of  their  land  which  I  have  given  them,  saith 
the  Lord  thy  God. 

Mic.  2:  12  I  wiU  surely  assemble,  O  Jacob,  all  of  thee;  I 
will  surely  gather  the  remnant  of  Israel ;  I  will  put  them 
together  as  the  sheep  of  Bozrah,  as  the  flock  in  the  midst  of 
their  fold :  they  shall  make  great  noise  by  reason  of  the  mtdti- 
tude  of  men.  13  The  breaker  is  come  up  before  them :  they 
have  broken  up,  and  have  passed  through  the  gate,  and  are 
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gone  out  bj  it ;  and  their  ^g  shall  pass  before  them,  and  tii^ 
Lord  on  the  head  of  them. — 4:  6  In  that  day,  saith  the 
Lord,  will  I  assemble  her  that  halteth,  and  I  will  gather  her 
that  is  driven  out,  and  her  that  I  have  afflicted ;  7  And  I  will 
make  her  that  halted  a  remnant,  and  her  that  was  cast  far  off  a 
strong  nation :  and  the  Lord  shall  reign  over  them  in  Mount 
Zion  from  henceforth,  even  for  ever. 

Zee  10:  6  I  will  strengthen  the  house  of  Judah,  and  I  will 
save  the  house  of  Joseph,  and  I  will  bring  them  again  to  place 
them ;  for  I  have  mercy  upon  them :  and  they  shall  be  as 
though  I  had  not  cast  them  off :  for  I  am  the  Lord  their  God, 
and  will  hear  them.  7  And  they  of  Ephraim  shall  be  like 
a  mighty  man,  and  their  heart  shall  rejoice  as  through  wine : 
yea,  their  children  shall  see  it,  and  be  glad ;  their  heart  shall 
rejoice  in  the  Lord.  8  I  will  hiss  for  them,  and  gather  them ; 
for  I  have  redeemed  them :  and  they  shall  increase  as  they 
have  increased.  10  I  will  bring  them  again  also  out  of  the 
land  of  Egypt,  and  gather  them  out  of  Assyria ;  and  I  will 
bring  them  into  the  land  of  Gilead  and  Lebanon ;  and  place 
shall  not  be  found  for  them. 

Lk.  21:  24  They  shall  fall  by  the  edge  of  the  sword,  and 
shall  be  led  away  captive  into  all  nations :  and  Jerusalem  shall 
be  trodden  down  of  the  Gentiles,  until  the  times  of  the  Grentiles 
be  fulfilled.

379.  Removal  of  obstructions  to  the  retwn  of  the  Jews. 

Is.  11:  15  The  Lord  shall  utterly  destroy  the  tongue  of  the 
Egyptian  sea ;  and  with  his  mighty  wind  shall  he  shake  his 
hand  over  the  river,  and  shall  smite  it  in  the  seven  streams, 
and  make  men  go  over  dry-shod.  —  27:  12  It  shall  come  to 
pass  in  that  day,  that  the  Lord  shall  beat  off  from  the  channel 
of  the  river  unto  the  stream  of  Eg}^pt,  and  ye  shall  be  gathered 
one  by  one,  O  ye  children  of  Israel. 

Rev.  16:  12  The  sixth  angel  poured  out  his  vial  upon  the 
great  river  Euphrates ;  and  the  water  thereof  was  dried  up, 
that  the  way  of  the  kings  of  the  east  might  be  prepared. 

380.  Enlarged  possessions  predicted. 

Is.  11: 14  They  shall  fly  upon  the  shoulders  of  the  Philis- 
tines toward  the  west ;  they  shall  spoil  them  of  the  east  together : 
they  shall  lay  their  hand  upon  Edom  and  Moab;  and  the  chil- 
dren of  Ammon  shall  obey  them. 

Am.  9:  11  In  that  day  will  I  raise  up  the  tabernacle  of  David 
that  is  fallen,  and  close  up  the  breaches  thereof ;  and  I  will  raise 
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tip  his  ruins,  and  I  will  build  it  as  in  the  days  of  old :  12  That 
they  may  possess  the  remnant  of  Edom,  and  of  all  the  heathen 
which  are  called  by  my  name,  saith  the  Lord  that  doeth  this. 
Ob.  18  The  house  of  Jacob  shall  be  a  fire,  and  the  house 
of  Joseph  a  flame,  and  the  house  of  Esau  for  stubble,  and  they 
slmll  kindle  in  them,  and  devour  them ;  and  there  shall  not  be 
any  remaining  of  the  house  of  Esau ;  for  the  Lord  hath  spoken 
it  19  And  they  of  the  south  shall  possess  the  mount  of 
Esau ;  and  they  of  the  plain  the  Philistines :  and  they  shall 
possess  the  fields  of  Ephraim,  and  the  fields  of  Samaria :  and 
3en^smm  shaU  possess  Gilead.  20  And  the  captivity  of  this 
host  of  the  children  of  Israel  shall  possess  that  of  the  Canaan- 
ites,  even  unto  Zarephath ;  and  the  captivity  of  Jerusalem, 
which  ts  in  Sephared,  shall  possess  the  cities  of  the  south.

381.  Trials  and  revolutions  connected  with  the  return  of  the  Jetos  to  {Pal- 
estine. 

Is,  11:  14  They  shall  fly  upon  the  shoulders  of  the  Philis- 
tines toward  the  west ;  tiiey  shall  spoil  them  of  the  east  to- 
gether :  they  shall  lay  their  hand  upon  Edom  and  Moab;  and  the 
children  of  Ammon  shall  obey  them. 

Jer.  30: 7  Alas !  for  that  day  is  great,  so  that  none  is  like  it : 
it  is  even  the  time  of  Jacob's  trouble,  but  he  shall  be  saved  out 
of  it.  11  For  I  am  vnih  thee,  saith  the  Lord,  to  save  thee : 
though  I  make  a  full  end  of  all  nations  whither  I  have  scattared 
thee,  yet  will  I  not  make  a  full  end  of  thee :  but  I  will  correct 
thee  in  measure,  and  will  not  leave  thee  altogether  unpun- 
ished.

and  is  gathered  out  of  many  people,  against  the  mountains  of 
Israel,  which  have  been  always  waste :  but  it  is  brought  forth 
out  of  the  nations,  and  they  shall  dwell  safely  all  of  th^n.  9 
Thou  shalt  ascend  and  come  like  a  storm,  thou  shalt  be  Hke  a 
doud  to  cover  the  land,  thou,  and  all  thy  bands,  and  many  peo- 
ple with  thee.  11  And  thou  shalt  say,  I  will  go  up  to  the  land 
of  unwalled  villages ;  I  will  go  to  them  that  are  at  rest,  that 
dwell  safely,  aU  of  them  dwelling  without  walls,  and  having 
neither  bars  nor  gates,  1 2  To  take  a  spoil,and  to  take  a  prey ;  to 
tura  thy  hand  upon  the  desolate  places  that  are  now  inhabited, 
and  upon  the  people  that  are  gathered  out  of  the  nations,  which 
have  gotten  cattle  and  goods,  that  dwell  in  the  midst  of  the 
land.  16  And  thou  shalt  come  up  against  my  peoj^e  of  Israel, 
as  a  cloud  to  cover  the  land ;  it  shall  be  in  the  latter  days,  and 
I  will  bring  thee  against  my  land,  that  the  heathen  may  know 
me,  when  I  shall  be  sanctified  in  thee,  O  Gog,  before  their 
eyes.  21  And  I  will  call  for  a  sword  against  Mm  throughcmt 
all  my  mountains,  saith  the  Lord  God  :  every  man's  sword 
shall  be  against  his  brother.

Lord  of  the  whole  earth.

down,  and  the  sceptre  of  Egypt  shall  depart  away.  — 12:  2 
Bdbold^  I  will  make  Jerusalem  a  cup  of  trembling  unto  all  the 
people  round  about,  when  they  shall  be  in  the  siege  both  against 
JiMkih  and  againit  Jerusalem.  3  And  in  that  day  will  I  make 
Jerusalem  a  burd«Qs<une  stone  for  all  people :  all  that  burden 
themselyes  with  it  shall  be  cut  in  pieces,  though  all  the  people 
of  the  earth  be  galdiered  together  against  it  6  In  that  day 
wili  I  make  the  govevnorsof  Judah  ^kea  hearth  of  fire  among 
tlie  wood,  and  li£e  a  torch  of  fire  in  a  sheaf;  and  they  shall 
devour  all  the  peo{^  round  about,  on  the  right  hand  and  on 
the  left :  and  Jerusalem  shall  be  inhabited  again  in  her  own 
place,  even  m  J^nisalem.  9  And  it  shall  ccnne  to  pass  in  that 
day,  that  I  will  Beek  to  destroy  all  the  nations  that  come  against 
Jerusalem.  — 13:  8  It  shall  come  to  pass,  that  in  all  the  land, 
saith  the  Lord,  two  parts  therein  shall  be  out  off  and  die ;  but 
the  third  shall  be  left  therein.  9  And  I  wiU  bring  the  third 
part  thixN]^  the  firo,  and  will  refine  th^n  as  silver  is  refined, 
and  will  ixy  them  as  goldistried:they  shall  call  cm  my  name,  and 
I  will  hear  tliem:  I  wiH  say,  It  is  my  pec^le ;  and  they  shall 
say,  The  Lord  is  my  Gk>d.

382.  Conversion  of  the,  Jews, 

Is.  27:  7  Hath  he  smitten  him,  as  he  smote  those  tliat  smote 
him  ?  or  is  he  slain  according  to  the  slaughter  of  them  that  are 
8lain  bj  him  ?  9  By  this  therefore  shall  the  iniquity  of  Jacob 
be  purged ;  and  this  i$  all  the  fruit  to  take  away  his  sin ;  when 
he  maketh  all  the  stones  of  the  altar  as  chalk-stones  that  are 
beaten  in  sunder,  the  groves  and  images  shall  not  stand  up. 

Jer.  31: 1  At  the  same  time,  saith  the  Lord,  wiU  I  be  the 
Grod  of  all  the  families  of  Israel,  and  they  shall  be  my  people. 
18  I  have  surely  heard  Ephraim  bemoaning  himsdf  thus; 
Thou  hast  cha^ised  me,  and  I  was  chastised,  as  a  bullock  un- 
accustomed to  the  yoke:  turn  thou  me,  and  I  shall  be  turned;

Know  the  Lord  :  for  they  shall  all  know 
me,  frcNB  the  least  of  tiliem  unto  the  greatest  (^  them,  saith  the 
Lord  :  for  I  will  forgive  their  iniquity,  and  I  will  remember 
their  sin  no  more. — 33:  8  I  will  cleanse  them  from  all  their 
iniquity,  whereby  they  have  sinned  against  me;  and  I  will 
pardon  all  their  iniquities,  whereby  they  have  sinned,  and 
whereby  they  have  transgressed  against  me. 

Ezk.  36:  21  I  had  pity  for  mine  holy  name,  which  the  house 
of  Israel  had  pro&ned  among  the  heathen,  whither  they  went. 
22  Therefore,  say  unto  the  house  of  Israel,  Thus  saith  the 
Lord  God  ;  I  do  not  this  for  your  sakes,  O  house  of  Israel,  but 
for  mine  holy  name's  sake,  wMch  ye  have  profiuned  among  the 
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l^athen,  whither  ye  went  23  And  I  will  sanctify  my  sreat 
name,  which  was  Jn>faned  among  the  heathen,  w^h  y^K 
profaned  in  the  midst  of  them ;  and  the  heathen  shall  know 
that  I  am  the  Lobd,  saith  the  Lord  God,  when  I  shall  be 
sanctified  in  jou  before  their  eyes.

Mic  4:  2  Many  nations  shall  come,  and  say.  Come,  and  let 
us  go  up  to  the  mountain  of  the  Lord,  and  to  the  house  of  the 
God  of  Jacob ;  and  he  will  teach  us  of  his  ways,  and  we  will 
walk  m  his  paths :  for  the  law  shall  go  forth  of  Zion,  and  the 
word  of  the  Lord  from  Jerusalem. 

Zee.  12:  10  I  will  pour  upon  the  house  of  David,-  and  upon 
the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem^  the  spirit  of  grace  and  of  sup- 
plications: and  they  shall  look  upon  me  whom  they  have 
pierced,  and  they  shall  mourn  for  him,  as  one  mourneth  for  his 
only  5<m,  and  shall  be  in  bitterness  for  him,  as  one  that  is  in 
bitterness  for  his  first-bom.

11:  15  If  the  casting  away  of  them  he  the  reconciling 
of  the  world,  what  shaU  the  receiving  of  them  be,  but  life  from 
the  dead?  16  For  if  the  first  fruit  be  holy,  the  lump  is  also 
holy :  and  if  the  root  be  holy,  so  are  the  branches.  24  For  if 
thou  wert  cut  out  of  the  olive-tree  which  is  wild  by  nature, 
and  wert  grafted  contrary  to  nature  into  a  good  olive-tree,  how 
mudi  more  shall  these,  which   be  the  natural  branchesy  be 
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fff^BM.  into  their  own  oKve-tree  ?  25  For  I  would  Bot»  l^eUi- 
ren,  that  ye  should  be  igo(»»nt  of  this  mjstery,  (lest  ye  should 
be  wise  in  your  own  conceits)  that  blindness  in  part  is  hiq^ned 
to  Israel,  until  the  fulness  of  ihe  Gentiles  be  come  in.

383.  General  judgment  appointed. 

Fs.  50:  3  Our  God  shall  come,  and  shall  not  keep  silence : 
a  fire  shall  devour  before  him,  and  it  shall  be  very  tempestuous 
round  about  him.  4  He  shall  call  to  the  heavens  from  above, 
and  to  the  earth,  that  he  may  judge  his  people.  5  Gather  my 
saints  together  unto  me ;  those  that  have  nmde^  covenant  with 
me  by  sacrifice.  G  And  the  heavens  shall  declare  lus  right- 
eousness :  for  Grod  is  judge  himself. 

Mat.  11:  24  I  say  unto  you,  Tliat  it  shall  be  more  tolera- 
ble for  the  land  of  Sodom,  in  the  day  of  judgment,  than  for 
thee. 

Ac  17:  31  He  hath  appointed  a  day,  in  the  which  he  will 
judge  the  world  in  righteousness,  by  tfmt  man  whom  he  hath 
ordained :  whereof  he  hath  given  assurance  unto  all  nien,  in 
that  he  hath  raised  him  from  the  dead. — 24:  25  As  he  reasoned 
of  righteousness,  temperance,  and  judgment  to  come,  Felix 
trembled. 

Rom.  14:  10  Why  dost  thou  judge  thy  brother  ?  or  why  dost 
thou  set  at  nought  tliy  brother  ?  for  we  shall  all  stand  before 
the  judgment-seat  of  Christ  12  So  then  every  one  of  us 
shall  give  account  of  himself  to  God. 

2  Cor.  5:  10  We  must  all  appear  before  the  judgment-seat 
of  Christ ;  that  every  one  may  receive  the  things  done  m  his 
body,  according  to  that  he  hath  done,  whether  it  he  good  or  bad. 

2  Tim.  4:  1  I  charge  thee  therefore  before  G^,  and  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  who  shall  judge  the  quick  and  the  dead  at 
his  appearing  and  his  kingdom. 

Heb.  9:  27  It  is  appointed  unto  men  once  to  die,  but  after 
this  the  judgment. 

2  Fet.  3:  7  The  heavens  and  tte  eai-th,  which  are  now,  by 
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the  same  word  are  kept  in  store,  reserved  unto  fire  against  the 
day  c^  judgment  and  perdition  of  ungodly  men. 

Jude  6  The  angels  which  kept  not  their  first  estate,  but  1^ 
their  own  habitation,  he  hath  reserved  in  everlasting  dhaina 
under  darkness  unto  the  judgment  of  the  great  day. 

Rev.  20: 12  I  saw  the  dead,  small  and  great,  stand  before 
God:  and  the  books  were  opened:  and  another  book  was 
opened,  which  is  the  book  of  life :  and  the  dead  were  judged 
out  6f  those  things  which  were  written  in  the  books,  acoordmg 
to  their  works.  13  And  the  sea  gave  up  the  dead  which  were 
in  it ;  and  death  and  hell  delivered  up  the  dead  which  were 
in  them :  and  they  were  judged  every  man  according  to  their 
works. 

384.  Design  of  the  general  judgment. 

Bom.  2:  5  After  thy  hardness  and  impenitent  heart,  treas* 
urest  up  unto  thyself  wrath  against  the  day  of  wrath,  and  rev- 
elation of  the  righteous  judgment  of  God. 

Jude  14  Enoch  also,  the  seventh  from  Adam,  prophesied 
of  these,  saying.  Behold,  the  Lord  cometh  with  ten  thousand 
of  his  saints,  15  To  execute  judgment  upon  all,  and  to  caor 
vince  all  that  are  ungodly  among  them  of  all  their  ungodly 
deeds  which  they  have  ungodly  committed,  and  of  all  their 
hard  speeches  which  ungodly  sinners  have  spoken  against  him. 

385.  The  Judgment  day  will  come  suddenly  and  unexpectedly. 

Mat.  24:  37  As  the  days  of  Noe  wercy  so  shall  also  the  com- 
ing of  the  Son  of  man  be.  38  For  as  in  the  days  that  were 
before  the  flood,  they  were  eating  and  drinkmg,  manying  and 
giving  in  marriage,  until  the  day  that  Noe  entered  into  the  aA, 
39  And  knew  not  until  the  flood  came,  and  took  them  all 
away:  so  shall  also  the  coming  of  the  Son  of  man  be. — 
25:  13  Watch  -therefore-,  for  ye  know  neither  the  day  nor  the 
hour  wherein  the  Son  of  man  ccnneth. 

Mk.  13:  32  Of  that  day  and  that  hour  knoweth  no  man,  no, 
not  the  angels  which  are  in  heaven,  neither  the  Son,  but  the 
Father.  83  Take  ye  heed,  watch  and  pray :  for  ye  know  not 
when  the  time  is.  35  Watch  ye  therefore :  for  ye  know  not 
when  the  master  of  the  house  cometh,  at  even,  or  at  midnight, 
or  at  the  cock-crowing,  or  in  the  morning :  86  Lest  coming 
suddenly,  he  find  you  sleeping. 

Lk.  17:  24  As  the  lightning  that  lighteneth  out  of  the  one 
part  under  heaven,  shineth  unto  the  other  part  under  heaven ; 
80  shall  also  the  Son  of  man  be  in  his  day.  28  Likewise  also 
as  it  was  in  the  days  of  Lot :  they  did  eat,  they  drank,  th^ 
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bought,  they  sold,  they  planted,  they  boilded ;  29  But  the 
same  day  that  Lot  went  out  of  Sodom,  it  rained  fire  and  brim- 
stone from  heaven,  and  destroyed  tksm  all :  80  Even  thus 
f hall  it  be  in  the  day  when  the  Son  of  man  is  revealed.  ~ 
21:  35  As  a  snare  shidl  it  come  on  all  them  that  dw^  on  the 
face  of  the  whole  earth.  36  Watch  ye  therefore,  and  pray 
always,  that  ye  may  be  accounted  worthy  to  escape  all  these 
things  that  shall  come  to  j)ass,  and  to  stand  before  the  S<m 
of  man. 

Ac  1:  7  He  said  unto  them.  It  is  not  for  you  to  know  the 
times  or  the  seasons  which  the  Father  hath  put  in  his  own 
power.    [See  149.] 

386.  Destruction  qf  the  material  heavens  and  earth. 

Ps.  102:  25  Of  old  hast  thou  laid  the  foundation  of  the  earth : 
and  the  heavens  are  the  work  of  thy  hands.  26  They  shall 
perish,  but  thou  shalt  endure :  yea,  all  of  them  shall  wax  old 
like  a  garment ;  as  a  vesture  shalt  thou  change  them,  and  they 
shall  be  changed. 

Is.  51:  6  Lift  up  your  eyes  to  the  heavens,  and  look  upon 
the  earth  beneath:  for  the  heavens  shall  vanish  away  like 
smdke,  and  the  earth  shall  wax  old  like  a  garment,  and  they 
that  dwell  therein  shall  die  in  like  manner.

Tlioagh  he  slay  me,  yet  will  I  trust  in  him :  but  I  will  main- 
tain mine  own  ways  before  him. — 29:  12  1  delivered  the  poor 
that  cried,  and  the  fatherless,  and  h%7n  that  had  none  to  help 
him.  13  The  blessing  of  him  that  was  ready  to  perish  came 
upon  me ;  and  I  caused  the  widow's  heart  to  sing  for  joy.

52  Which  of  the  pro- 
phets have  not  your  fathers  persecuted  ?  and  they  have  slain 
them  which  shewed  before  of  the  coming  of  the  Just  One ;  of 
whom  ye  have  been  now  the  betrayers  and  murderers;  53 
Who  have  received  the  law  by  the  disposition  of  angels,  and 
have  not  kept  it 

1  Tim.  5: 20  Them  that  sin  rebuke  before  all,  that  others 
also  may  fear. 

2  Tim.  4:  2  Preach  the  word ;  be  instant  in  season,  out  of 
season;  reprove,  rebuke,  exhort-  with  all  long-suffering  and 
doctrine. 

Tit  1: 10  There  are  many  unruly  and  vain  talkers  and 
deceivers,  especially  they  of  the  circumcision:  11  Whose 
mouths  must  be  stopped,  who  subvert  whole  houses,  teaching 
things  which  tliey  ought  not,  for  filthy  lucre's  sake.  13  Tliis 
witness  is  true :  wherefore  rebuke  them  sharply,  that  they  may 
be  sound  in  tlie  £aith.     [See  610,  611.] 

462.  Duty  to  distil} fjxush  mints  from  sinners, 

Jer.  15:  19  If  thou  take  forth  the  precicms  fwrni  the  vile, 
thou  shalt  be  as  my  mouth :  let  them  return  unto  thee ;  but 
return  not  thou  unto  them.  20  And  I  will  make  thee  unto 
this  people  a  fenced  brazil  wall :  and  they  shall  fight  against 
thee,  but  they  shall  not  prevail  s^ainst  thoe :  for  I  atn  with  thee 
to  save  thee  and  to  deliver  thee,  saith  the  Lord. 

Ezk.  44:  23  And  they  shall  teach  my  people  the  drfftrence 
betAveen  the  holy  and  profane,  and  cause  them  to  discern  be-

1  S.  12:  23  As  for  me,  Grod  forbid  that  I  should  sin  against 
the  Lord  in  ceasing  to  praj  for  you :  but  I  will  teach  you  the 
good  and  the  right  way. 

Jer.  23:  2  Thus  saidi  the  Lord  God  of  Israel  against  the 
paat(»«  that  feed  my  people ;  Ye  have  scattered  my  flock,  and 
driyen  them  away,  and  have  not  visited  them :  behold,  I  will 
visit  upon  you  the  evil  of  your  doings  saith  the  Lord. 

Joel  2:  17  Let  the  priests,  the  ministers  of  the  Lord,  weep 
between  the  porch  and  the  altar,  and  let  them  say,  Spare  thy 
people,  O  Lord,  and  give  not  thine  heritage  to  reproach,  thi^ 
the  heathen  should  rule  over  them :  wherefore  should  they  say 
among  the  people.  Where  is  their  Grod  ?

Bom.  1:  9  Grod  is  my  witness,  whom  I  serve  with  my  spirit 
in  the  gospel  of  his  Son,  that  without  ceasing  I  make  mention 
oi  you  always  in  my  prayers. 

2  Cor.  11:  2  I  am  jealous  over  you  with  godly  jealousy :  for 
I  have  espoused  you  to  (me  husband,  that  I  may  present  you  as 
a  chaste  virgin  to  Christ  — 12:  14  Behold,  the  third  time  I 
am  ready  to  come  to  you  ;  and  I  will  not  be  burdensome  to 
you :  for  I  seek  not  yours,  but  you.  For  the  children  ought 
not  to  lay  up  for  the  p^ents,  but  the  parents  for  the  children. 
15  And  I  will  very  gladly  spend  and  be  spent  for  you  -,  thou^ 
the  more  abundantly  I  love  you,  the  less  I  be  loved. 

Gal.  4: 19  My  little  children,  of  whom  I  travail  in  birth 
again  until  Christ  be  formed  in  you,  20  I  desire  to  be  present 
with  you  now,  and  to  change  my  voice ;  for  I  stand  in  doubt 
of  you.

1:  9  For  this  cause  we  also,  since  the  day  we  heard  tf, 
do  not  cease  to  pray  for  you,  and  to  desire  that  ye  might  be 
filled  with  the  knowledge  of  his  will  in  all  wisdom  and  spiritual 
understanding ;  10  That  ye  might  walk  worthy  of  the  Lord 
unto  all  pleasing,  being  iruitfiil  in  every  good  work,  and  in- 
creasing in  the  knowledge  of  God:  11  Strengthened  with  all 
might,  according  to  his  glorious  power,  unto  all  patience  and 
long-sufiering  with  joyfulness :  28  Whom  we  preach,  warning 
every  man,  and  teaching  every  man  in  all  wisdom ;  that  we 
may  present  every  man  perfect  in  Christ  Jesus*  —  4:  12  £pa- 
phras,  who  is  one  of  you,  a  servant  of  Christ,  saluteth  you, 
always  laboring  fervently  for  you  in  prayers,  that  ye  may  stand 
perfect  and  complete  in  all  the  will  of  God.  13  For  I  bear 
nim  record,  that  he  hath  a  great  zeal  for  you,  and  them  thai  are 
in  Laodicea,  and  them  in  Hierapolis. 

2:  6  Nor  of  men  sought  we  glory,  neither  of  you,  nw 
f^t  of  others,  when  we  might  have  been  burdensome,  as  the 
apostles  of  Christ.  7  But  we  were  gentle  among  you,  even 
as  a  nurse  cherisheth  her  children :  8  So  being  s^ectionately 
desirous  of  you,  we  were  willing  to  have  imparted  unto  you, 
not  the  gospel  of  God  only,  but  also  our  own  souls,  because  ye 
were  dear  unto  us.

who  hath  called  you  unto  his  kingdom  and  glory.  [1  Th. 
3:  7—10.] 

464.  Entire  devotion  to  the  ocdling  required  and  exemplijied, 

Lk.  9:  59  He  said  unto  another.  Follow  me.  But  he  said, 
Lord,  suffer  me  first  to  go  and  bury  my  father.  60  Jesus  said 
unto  him.  Let  the  dead  bury  their  dead :  but  go  thou  and  preach 
the  kingdom  of  God. 

Ac.  6:  2  Then  the  twelve  called  the  multitude  of  the  disd- 
ples  unto  thetn,  and  said.  It  is  not  reason  that  we  should  leave 
the  word  of  God,  and  serve  tables.  3  Wherefore,  brethren, 
look  ye  out  among  you  seven  men  of  honest  report,  full  of  the 
Holy  Ghost  and  wisdom,  whom  we  may  appoint  over  this  busi-

8  When  I  say  unto  the 
wicked,  O  wicked  man,  thou  shalt  surely  die;  if  thou  dost  not 
speak  to  warn  the  wicked  from  his  way,  that  wicked  man  shall 
die  in  his  iniquity;  but  his  blood  will  I  require  at  thine  hand. 
9  Nevertheless,  of  thou  warn  the  wicked  of  his  way  to  turn 
from  it ;  if  he  do  not  turn  from  his  way,  he  shall  die  in  his 
iniquity;  but  thou  hast  delivered  thy  soul.  [Ezk.  3: 17,  19.] 
—  34:  8  u45  I  live,  saith  the  Lord  God,  surely  because  my  flock 
became  a  prey,  and  my  flock  became  meat  to  every  beast 
of  the  field,  because  there  was  no  shepherd,  neither  did  my 
shepherds  search  for  my  flock,  but  the  shepherds  fed  them- 
selves, and  fed  not  my  flock;  9  Therefore,  O  ye  shepherds, 
hear  the  word  of  the  J^ord  ;  10  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ; 
Behold,  I  am  against  the  shepherds ;  and  I  will  require  my 
flock  at  their  hand,  and  cause  them  to  cease  from  feeding  the 
flock,  neither  shall  the  shepherds  feed  themselves  any  more ; 
for  I  will  deliver  my  flock  from  their  mouth,  that  they  may  not 
be  meat  for  them. 

1  Tim.  1:  11  According  to  the  glorious  gospel  of  the  blessed 
God  which  was  committed  to  my  tinist.  —  6:  20  O  Timothy, 
keep  that  which  is  committed  to  thy  trust,  avoding  profane 
and  vain  babblings,  and  oppositions  of  science  falsely  so 
called;  21  Which  some  professing,  have  erred  concerning  the 
faith. 

466.  Ministerial  temptations. 
1.  To  pUase  their  hearers. 

Num.  24:  10  Balak  said  unto  Balaam,  I  called  thee  to  curse 
mine  enemies,  and  behold,  thou  hast  altogether  blessed  them 
these  three  times.  11  Therefore  now  flee  thou  to  thy 
place :  I  thought  to  promote  thee  unto  great  honor ;  but  lo,  the 
Lord  hath  kept  thee  back  from  honor. 
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'  3.  T»  avoid  tlupowns  of  the  inJluetUicd. 

Am.  7:  12  Amaziah  said  unto  Amos,  O  tbou  seer,  go  flee 
thee  away  into  the  land  of  Judah,  and  there  eat  bread,  and 
prophesy  there:  13  But  prophesy  not  again  any  more  at 
Bethel :  £»r  it  is  the  king's  chapel,  and  it  is  the  king's  court. 

Ac.  4:  18  And  they  called  them,  and  commanded  them  not 
(o  speak  at  all,  nor  teach  in  the  name  of  Jesus. 

8.   3l9  eonctal  the  true  God, 

Is.  30:  9  This  is  a  rebellious  people,  lying  children,  children 
that  will  not  hear  the  law  of  the  Lord  :  10  Whidi  say  to 
the  seers,  See  not ;  and  to  the  prophets.  Prophesy  not  unto  ua 
right  things,  speak  unto  us  SBiQoth  things,  pn^esy  deoeits :  11 
Get  ye  out  fii  the  way,  turn  aside  out  of  the  path,  cause  the 
Holy  One  ^  Israel  to  ceaee  fnHn  belbre  us. 

4.  To  countenance  popular  errors,  delu^ioits  and  vicea. 

Ex.  32:  21  Moses  said  unto  Aaron,  What  did  this  people 
unto  thee,  that  thou  hast  brought  so  great  a  sin  upon  them  ? 
22  And  Aaron  said,  Let  not  the  anger  of  my  lord  wax  hot : 
thou  knowest  the  people,  that  they  are  set  on  mischief.  23  For 
they  said  unto  me.  Make  us  gods  which  shall  go  before  us. 

Am.  2:  11  I  raised  upof  your  sons  for  prophets,  and  of  your 
young  men  for  Nazarites.  Js  it  not  even  thus,  O  ye  children 
<tf  Israel?  saith  the  Lord.  12  But  ye  gave  the  Nazarites 
wine  to  drink ;  and  commanded  tlie  prophets,  saying,  Prophesy 
not. 

467.  Trials  and  peraccuUons  of  faithful  m»istfrs. 

Jer.  2:  30  In  vain  have  I  smitten  your  children ;  they  re- 
ceived no  correction:  your  own  sword  hath  devoured  your 
prophets,  like  a  destroying  lion. — 15:  10  Wo  is  me,  my 
mother,  that  thou  hast  borne  me  a  man  of  strife  and  a  man  of 
oonttotion  to  the  whole  earth !  I  have  neither  lent  on  usury, 
nor  men  have  lent  to  me  on  usury;  ^et  every  one  of  them  doth 
curse  me. 

Ezk.  33:  30  Also,  thoa  son  of  man,  the  chiHren  of  thy  peo- 
ple still  are  talking  against  thee  by  the  walls  and  in  the  doors 
of  the  houses. 

Mat  10:  16  Behold,  I  send  you  forth  as  sheep  in  the  midst 
of  wolves :  be  ye  therefore  wise  as  serpents,  and  harmless  as 
doves.  17  But  beware  of  men :  for  they  will  deliver  you  up 
to  the  councils,  and  they  will  scourge  you  in  their  synagi^es. 
18  And  ye  shall  be  brought  before  governors  and  kings  for 
my  sake,  for  a  testimony  against  them  and  the  Gentiles.  22 
And  ye  shall  be  hated  of  all  men  for  my  name's  sake :  but  he 
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that  endureth  to  the  end  shall  be  saved.  23  But  when  they 
persecute  you  in  this  city,  flee  ye  into  another :  for  verily  I 
say  unto  you,  Ye  shall  not  have  gone  over  the  cities  of  Israel 
till  the  Son  of  man  be  come.

16:  33  These  things  I  have  spc^en  unto  you,  that  in  me 
ye  might  have  peace.  In  the  world  ye  shall  have  tribulation, 
but  be  of  good  cheer:  I  have  overcome  the  world. — 17:  14  I 
have  given  them  thy  word ;  and  the  world  hath  hated  them, 
because  they  are  not  of  the  world,  even  as  I  am  not  of  the 
world.

4:  9  I  think  that  God  hath  set  forth  us  the  apostles 
last,  as  it  were  appointed  to  death :  for  we  are  made  a  spectacle 
unto  the  world,  and  to  angels,  and  to  men.  1 1  Even  unto 
this  present  hour  we  both  hunger,  and  thirsty  and  are  naked, 
and  are  boffeted,  and  have  no  certain  dwelling-pUice ;  12 
And  labor,  working  with  our  own  hands.  Being  reviled,  we 
bless ;  being  persecuted,  we  suffer  it ;  13  Being  defamed,  we 
entreat :  we  are  made  as  the  filth  of  the  world,  and  are  the 
eff-scouring  of  all  things  unto  this  day. 

2  Cor.  1:  5  As  the  sufferings  of  Christ  abound  in  us,  so  our 
eoQsolation  also  aboundeth  by  Christ.  6  And  whether  we  be 
afflicted,  it  is  for  your  consolation  and  salyation,  which  is  effec- 
tual ia  1^  enduring  of  the  same  sufferings  which  we  also 
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suffer :  or  whether  we  be  comforted^  it  %$  for  your  coascdatiQii 
and  salyation.  7  And  our  hope  of  you  i$  steadfast,  kno¥ring 
that  as  ye  are  partakers  of  the  sufferings^  so  shall  ye  be  also  ot 
the  consolation. — 4:  8  We  are  troubled  on  every  side,  yet  not 
distressed ;  we  are  perplexed,  but  not  in  despair ;  9  Persecu- 
ted, but  not  forsaken ;  cast  down,  but  not  destroyed ;  10  Air 
ways  bearing  about  in  the  body  the  dying  of  the  Lord  Jesus, 
that  the  life  also  of  Jesus  might  be  made  manifest  in  our  body* 
1 1  For  we  which  live  are  always  delivered  unto  death  for 
Jesus'  sake,  that  the  life  also  of  Jesus  might  be  made  manifest 
in  our  mortal  flesh. — 6:  4  In  all  things  approving  ourselves  as 
the  ministers  of  Grod,  in  much  patience,  in  afflictions,  in  neoes- 
aities,  in  distresses,  5  In  stripes,  in  imprisonments,  in  tumults, 
in  labors,  in  watchings,  in  fastings ;  8  By  honor  and  di^on(»v 
by  evil  report  and  good  report ;  as  deceivers,  and  yet  true ; 
9  As  unknown,  and  yet  well  known ;  as  dying,  and  behold,  we 
live ;  as  chastened,  aLd  not  killed ;  10  As  son*owful,  yet  al- 
ways rejoicing;  as  poor,  yet  making  many  rich;  as  having 
nothing,  and  yet  possessing  all  things. — 11:  23  Are  they  min- 
isters of  Christ  ?  (I  spc^  as  a  fool)  I  am  more ;  in  labors 
more  abundant,  in  stripes  above  measure,  in  prisons  more  fre- 
quent, in  deaths  oft.  24  Of  the  Jews  five  times  received  I 
forty  stripes  save  one.  25  Thrice  was  I  beaten  with  rods, 
once  was  I  stoned,  thrice  I  suffered  shipwreck,  a  night  and  a 
day  I  have  been  in  the  deep ;  26  i>*  journey ings  often,  in 
])eril3  of  waters,  in  perils  of  robbers,  in  perils  by  mine  own 
countrymen,  in  perils  by  the  heathen,  in  perils,  in  the  city,  in 
perils  in  the  wilderness,  in  perils  in  the  sea,  in  perils  among 
false  brethren  ;  27  In  weariness  and  painfulness,  in  watchings 
often,  in  hunger  and  thirst,  in  fastings  oft^^n,  in  cold  and  naked- 
ness. 32  In  Damascus  the  governor  under  Aretas  the  king 
kept  the  city  of  the  Damascenes  with  a  garrison,  desirous  to 
apprehend  me :  33  And  through  a  window  in  a  basket  was  I 
let  down  by  the  wall,  and  escaped  his  hands. 

GraL  1:  10  Do  I  now  persuade  men,  or  Grod  ?  (»r  do  I  seek 
to  please  men  ?  for  ifJL  yet  pleased  men,  I  should  not  be  the 
servant  of  Christ. — 5:  111,  brethren,  if  I  yet  preach  circum- 
cision, why  do  I  yet  suffer  persecution  ?  then  is  the  offence  of 
the  cross  ceased. 

1  Th.  3:  3  That  no  man  should  be  moved  by  these  afflic- 
tions :  for  yourselves  know  tliat  we  are  appointed  thereunto, 
4  For  verily,  when  we  were  with  you,  we  told  you  before  that 
we  should  suffer  tribulation ;  even  as  it  came  to  pass,  and  yc 
know. 

2  Tim.  2:  3  Thou  therefore  endure  hardness,  as  a  good 
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soldier  of  Jesus  Christ.  9  Wherein  I  suffer  trouble,  as  an 
eril-docr,  even  unto  bonds ;  but  the  wotd  of  Grod  is  not  bound. 
— 8:  11  PersecudODs,  afflictions,  whidi  cmne  unto  me  at  An- 
tioch,  at  Iconium,  at  Lystra,  what  persecutions  I  endured :  but 
out  of  ^lem  all  the  Liord  delivered  me.  12  Yea,  and  all  that 
will  lire  godlj  in  Christ  Jesm  sh^  suffer  persecuti(»i. 

Bev.  1:  9  I  J<^,  who  also  am  your  broths,  and  c^Maapanion 
in  tribulation,  and  in  the  kingdom  and  patience  of  Jesus  Christ, 
was  in  the  isle  thi^  is  called  Patmos,  for  the  word  of  God,  and 
for  the  testimony  of  Jesus  Christ.     [See  68,  511.] 

4^.  Success  in  preaching  promised,  sncouragedf  and  exempUjied. 

Jer.  28:  22  If  they  had  stood  in  my  counsel,  and  had 
caused  my  peaple  to  hear  my  words,  then  they  should  have 
tnmed  them  from  their  eril  way,  and  from  the  evil  <^  their 
doings. 

Dto.  12:  3  They  that  be  wise,  shall  shine  as  the  brightness 
of  the 'firmament;  and  they  that  turn  many  to  righteousness, 
as  the  stars  for  ever  and  ever. 

Mk.  1:  17  Jesus  said  unto  them.  Come  ye  after  me,  and  I 
will  mdke  you  to  become  fishers  of  men.

2  I  said  of  laughter,  It  i$  mad :  and  of  mirth,  What 
doeth  it  ?  10  Whatsoever  mine  eyes  desired  I  kept  not  from 
them,  I  withheld  not  my  heart  from  any  joy ;  for  my  heart 
rejoiced  in  all  my  labor :  and  this  was  my  portion  of  all  my 
labor.  1 1  Then  I  looked  on  all  the  works  that  my  hands  had 
wrought,  and  on  the  labor  that  I  had  labored  to  do :  and  behold, 
all  wets  vanity  and  vexation  of  spirit,  and  there  was  no  profit 
under  the  sun.  —  7:2  It  is  better  to  go  to  the  house  of  mourn- 
ing, than  to  go  to  the  house  of  feasting :  for  that  is  the  end  of 
all  men ;  and  the  living  will  lay  t^  to  his  heart.  3  Sorrow  is 
better  than  laughter :  for  by  the  sadness  of  the  countcmance 
the  heart  is  made  better.  4  The  heart  of  the  wise  is  in  the 
house  of  mourning ;  but  the  heart  of  fools  is  in  the  house  of 
mirth.  — 11:  9  Rejoice,  0  young  man,  in  thy  youth;  and  let 
thy  heart  cheer  thee  in  the  days  o£  thy  youth,  and  walk  in 
the  ways  of  thine  heart,  and  in  the  sight  of  thine  eyes :  but 
know  thou,  that  for  all  these  things  Grod  will  luing  thee  into 
judgment  10  Therefore  remove  sorrow  from  thy  heart,  and 
put  away  evil  from  thy  flesh:  for  childhood  and  youth  ar^ 
vanity. 

Lk.  6:  25  Wo  unto  you  that  are  full !  for  ye  shall  hunger. 
Wo  unto  you  that  laugh  now !  for  ye  shall  mourn  and  weep.

trary  unto  me ;  24  Then  will  I  also  walk  coiitnuy" 
and  will  punish  you  yet  seren  times  for  your  sins.  25 
will  bring  a  sword  upon  you,  that  shall  avenge  the  quarrel  of 
my  covenant :  and  when  ye  are  gathered  together  within  your 
cities,  I  will  send  the  pestilence  among  you  ;  and  ye  shall  be 
delivered  into  the  hand  of  the  enemy.  2G  And  when  I  have 
broken  the  staff  of  your  bread,  ten  women  shall  bake  your 
bread  in  one  oven,  and  they  shall  deliver  you  your  bread  again 
by  weight :  and  ye  shall  eat,  and  not  be  satisfied.  27  And  if 
ye  will  not  for  all  this  hesurken  unto  me,  but  walk  ccmtrary 
to  me :  28  Then  I  will  walk  contrary  unto  you  also  in  furj  ; 
and  I,  even  I,  will  chastise  you  seven  times  fw  your  sins.  29 
And  ye  shall  eat  the  flesh  of  your  s<mis,  and  the  flesh  of  your 
daughters  shall  ye  eat  30  And  I  will  destroy  your  high 
places,  and  cut  down  your  images,  and  cast  your  carcasses 
upon  the  carcasses  of  your  idols,  and  my  soul  shall  abhor  you. 
31  And  I  will  make  your  cities  waste,  and  bring  your  sanc- 
tuaries unto  des<dation,  and  I  will  not  smell  the  savor  of  your 
sweet  odors.  32  And  I  will  bring  the  land  into  desolation : 
and  your  enemies  which  dwell  therein  shall  be  astonished  at 
it.  33  And  I  will  scatter  you  among  the  heathen,  and  will 
draw  out  a  sword  afler  you  :  and  your  land  shall  be  desolate, 
and  your  cities  waste.  34  Then  shall  the  land  enjoy  her  sab- 
baths, as  long  as  it  lieth  desolate,  and  ye  he  in  your  enemies' 
land :  even  then  shall  the  land  rest,  and  enjoy  her  sabbaths. 
35  As  long  as  it  lieth  desolate  it  shall  rest ;  because  it  did  not 
rest  in  your  sabbaths,  when  ye  dwelt  upon  it.  36  And  upon 
Uiem  that  are  left  alive  of  you,  I  will  send  a  faintness  into 
their  hearts  in  the  lands  of  their  enemies  ;  and  the  sound  of  a 
shaken  leaf  shall  chase  them ;  and  they  shall  flee,  as  fleeing 
from  a  sword ;  and  they  shall  fall  when  none  pursueth.  37 
And  they  shall  fiall  one  upon  another,  as  it  were  before  a 
sword,  when  none  pursueth :  and  ye  shall  have  no  power  to 
stand  bdbre  your  enemies.  38  And  ye  shall  perish  among 
the  heathen,  and  the  land  of  your  enemies  shall  eat  you  up. 
3U  And  they  that  are  left  df  yon  shall  pine  away  in  their  ini- 
quity in  your  enemies*  lands;  and  also  in  the  iniquities  of  their 
Others  shall  they  pine  away  with  them. 

Dt.  4:  25  When  thou  shalt  beget  children,  and  children's 
ehildreik,  and  ye  shall  have  remained  long  in  the  land,  and 
shall  corrupt  yourselves,  and  make  a  graven  image,  or  the  like« 
ness  of  any  thingy  and  shall  do  evil  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord 
thy  God,  to  provoke  him  to  anger,  26  I  call  heaven  and  eaith 
to  witness  against  you  this  day,  that  ye  shall  soon  utterly  per- 
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iali  fSrom  off  tlw  land  wherecmto  je  go  over  Jordan  to  posse&s 
it :  ye  shall  not  pn^ng  your  days  upon  it,  but  shall  utterly  be 
destroyed.  27  And  the  Lord  shall  scatter  you  among  the 
nations,  and  ye  shall  be  left  few  in  number  among  the  heathen, 
whither  the  Lord  shall  lead  you.  —  28: 15  It  shall  come  to 
pass,  if  thou  wilt  not  hearken  unto  the  ¥oice  of  the  Lord  thy 
God,  to  observe  to  do  all  his  commandments  and  his  statutes 
which  I  command  thee  this  day ;  that  all  these  curses  shall 
come  upon  thee:  16  Cursed  sAalt  thou  be  in  the  city,  and 
cursed  shcdt  thou  be  in  the  field.  17  Cursed  shall  be  thy  bas- 
ket and  thy  store.  18  Cursed  shaS  be  the  fruit  of  thy  body, 
and  the  fruit  of  thy  land,  the  increase  of  thy  kine,  and  the 
flocks  of  thy  sheep.  19  Cursed  shak  thou  be  when  tliou  comest 
in,  and  cursed  shak  thou  be  when  thou  goest  out  20  The 
Lord  shall  send  upon  thee  cursing,  vexation,  and  rebuke,  in 
all  that  thou  settest  thine  hand  unto  for  to  do,  until  thou  be  de- 
stroyed, and  ontil  thou  perish  quickly :  because  of  the  wicked- 
ness of  thy  doings  whereby  thou  hast  forsaken  me.  21  The 
Lord  shall  make  tJie  pestilence  cleave  unto  thee,  until  he  have 
consumed  thee  from  off  the  land,  whither  thou  goest  to  possess 
it.

all  nations  whither  the  Lord  shall  lead  thee.  38  Thou  shalt  car- 
ry mudi  seed  out  into  the  field,  nnd  shalt  gather  but  litUe  in : 
f&r  the  locust  shall  consume  it.  39  Thou  shaiXt  plant  vineyards 
and  dress  them,  but  shalt  neither  drink  of  the  wine,  nor  gather 
the  grapes :  for  the  worms  shall  eat  them.

T^bou  shalt  beget  sons  «nd  daughters,  bat  thou  shalt  not  enjoy 
tbsm :  for  tbey  shall  eo  into  ci^vi^.  42  All  thy  trees  and 
of  thy  liAd  shall  the  locusts  consume.  43  Ijie  stfaofifer 
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that  iV  witbin  thee  shall  get  up  above  thee  very  high ;  and  thou 
shalt  come  down  very  low.  44  He  shall  lend  to  thee,  and 
thou  shalt  not  lend  to  him :  he  shall  be  the  heiid,  and  thou  shalt 
be  the  tml.  45  Moreover,  all  these  curses  shall  come  upon 
thee,  and  shall  pursue  thee,  and  overtake  thee,  till  thou  be  de- 
stroyed :  because  thou  hearkenedst  not  unto  the  vwce  of  the 
Lord  thy  Grod,  to  keep  his  commandments  and  his  statutes 
which  he  commanded  thee.

58  If  thou  wilt  not 
observe  to  do  all  the  words  of  this  law  that  are  written  in  this 
book,  that  thou  mayest  fear  this  glorious  and  fearful  name, 
THE  LORD  THY  GOD;  59  Then  the  Lord  wiU  make 
thy  plagues  wonderful,  and  the  plagues  of  thy  seed,  even  great 
plagues,  and  of  long  continuance,  and  sore  sicknesses,  and  of 
long  continuance.  62  And  ye  shall  be  left  few  in  number, 
whereas  ye*  were  as  the  stars  of  heaven  for  multitude ;  because 
thou  wouldest  not  obey  the  voice  of  the  Lord  thy  God.  63 
And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  as  the  Lord  rejoiced  over  yoii 
to  do  you  good,  and  to  multiply  you  ;  so  the  Lord  will  rejmce 
over  you  to  destroy  you  and  to  bring  you  to  nought ;  and  ye 
shall  be  plucked  from  c^the  land  whither  thou  goest  to  possess 
it.

26 
But  the  judgment  shall  sit,  and  they  shall  take  away  bis  domin- 
ion to  consume  and  to  destory  il  unto  the  end.

8  And  then  shall  that  Wicked  be  revealed,  whom  the  Lord 
shall  cohsume  with  the  spirit  of  his  mouth,  and  shall  destroy 
with  the  brightness  of  hre  coming :  9  JSven  htm,  whose  coming 
is  after  the  woi*king  of  Satan,  with  all  power,  and  feigns,  and 
lying  wonders,  10  And  with  all  deceivableness  of  unright- 
eousness in  liiem  that  perish ;  because  they  received  not  the 
love  of  the  truth,  that  they  might  be  saved. 

1  Tim.  4: 1  The  Spirit  speaketh  expressly,  that  in  thie  latter 
times  some  shall  depart  from  the  faith,  giving  heed  to  seducing 
spirits,  and  doctrines  of  devils  ;  2  Speaking  lies  in  hypocrisy, 
having  their  conscience  steared  with  a  hot  iron ;  8  Forbidding  to 
marry,  and  commanding  to  abstain  from  meats,  which  God  hath 
(treated  to  bte  received  with  thanksgiving  of  them  whidi  believe 
and  know  the  truth. 

Rev.  18:  11  I  beheld  another  beast  coming  up  out  of  the 
earth,  and  he  had  two  horns  like  a  lamb,  and  he  spake  as 
a  dragon.  12  And  he  exerciseth  all  the  power  of  the  first 
beast  before  him,  and  causeth  the  earth  and  them  whidi  dwell 
therein  to  worship  the*  first  beast,  whose  deadly  wound  was 
healed.

16  And  he  catiseth  all,  boBi 
small  and  great,  rich  and  poor,  free  and  bond,  to  receive  a  msak. 
ih  their  right  hand,  or  in  their  foreheads;  17  And  that  no 
man  might  buy  or  sell,  saVe  he  that  had  the  mark,  or  the  name 
of  the  beast,  or  the  number  of  his  name.  18  Here  is  wisdom, 
liet  him  that  hath  understanding  count  the  number  (^  the 
beast :  for  it  is  the  number  of  a  man ;  and  his  nitmber  is  Six 
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Its  Tain  Pxetonoe  respectiDg  Petnr. 

hundred  threesoore  ond  six.  — 17: 1  There  came  one  of  4^e 
seven  angels  which  had  the  seven  vials,  and  talked  with  me, 
saying  unto  me,  Come  hither ;  I  will  shew  unto  thee  the  judg- 
ment of  the  great  whore  that  sitteth  upon  many  waters ;  2 
With  whom  the  kings  of  the  earth  have  committed  fomicati<Hi, 
and  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth  have  been  made  drunk  with 
the  wine  of  her  fornication.  3  So  he  carried  me  away  in  the 
spirit  into  the  wilderness :  and  I  saw  a  woman  sit  upcm  a 
scarlet-colored  beast,  full  of  names  of  blasphemy,  having  seven 
beads  and  ten  horns.  4  And  the  woman  was  arrayed  in  pur- 
ple and  scarlet-color,  and  decked  with  gcdd  and  precious  stones 
and  pearls,  having  a  golden  cup  in  her  hand  full  of  abomina-

26  But  it  shall 
not  be  so  among  you :  but  whosoever  will  be  great  among  joat, 
let  him  be  your  minister ;  27  And  whosoever  will  be  chief 
among  you,  let  him  be  your  servant :  28  Even  as  the  Son  of 
man  came  not  to  be  ministered  unto,  but  to  minister,  and  to 
give  Ins  life  a  ranscnn  for  many. 

Ac.  8:  14  When  the  apostles  which  were  at  Jerusalem 
heard  that  Samaria  had  received  the  word  of  God,  they 
sent  unto  them  Peter  and  John:  15  Who,  when  they  were 
come  down,  prayed  for  them  that  they  might  receive  the  Holy 
Ghost  — 15:  6  The  apostles  and  elders  canle  together  for  to 
consider  of  this  matter.  7  And  when  there  had  been  much 
disputing,  Peter  rose  up  and  said  unto  them,  Men  and  brethren,

Is.  53:  12  ITierefore  will  I  divide  him  a  portion  with  the 
great,  and  he  shall  divide  the  spoil  with  the  strong ;  because 
he  hath  poured  out  his  soul  unto  death. 

Zee.  6:  12  Thus  speaketh  the  Lord  of  hosts,  saying.  Behold 
the  man  whose  name  is  The  BRANCH;  and  he  shall  grow 
up  out  of  his  place,  and  he  shall  build  the  temple  of  the  Lord  :

20  Therefore  by  the  deeds  of  the  law,  there  shall  no  flesh  be 
justified  in  his  sight :  for  by  the  law  is  the  knowledge  of  sin. 
-^5:  6  When  we  were  yet  without  strength,  in  due  time  Christ 
died  for  the  ungodly. — 9:  31  Israel,  which  followed  after  the 
law  of  righteousness,  hath  not  attained  to  the  law  of  right- 
eousness. 32  Wherefore?  Because  they  sought  it  not  by 
faith,  but  as  it  were  by  the  works  of  the  law.  For  they  stum- 
bled at  that  stumbling-stone. 

Gal.  2:  16  Knowing  that  a  man  is  not  justified  by  the  works 
of  the  law,  but  by  the  faith  of  Jesus  Christ,  even  we  have  be- 
lieved in  Jesus  Christ,  that  we  might  be  justified  by  the  hith 
of  Christ,  and  not  by  the  works  of  the  law :  for  by  the  works 
of  the  law  shall  no  flesh  be  justified.  20  I  am  crucified  with 
Christ :  nevertheless,  I  live ;  yet  not  I,  but  Christ  liveth  in 
me :  and  the  life  which  I  now  live  in  the  flesh,  I  live  by  the 
feith  of  the  Son  of  God,  who  loved  me,  and  gave  himsetf  for 
me.  21  I  do  not  frustrate  the  grace  of  (S)d :  for  if  right- 
eousness come  by  the  law,  then  Christ  is  dead  in  vain. — 3: 10 
As  many  as  are  of  the  works  of  the  law,  are  under  the  curse : 
for  it  is  written.  Cursed  is  every  one  that  continueth  not  in  all 
things  which  are  written  in  the  book  of  the  law  to  do  them. 
11  But  that  no  man  is  justified  by  the  law  in  the  sight  of 
Gk>d,  it  is  evident:  for,  The  just  shall  live  by  faith.  12  And 
the  law  is  not  of  faith.  18  For  if  the  inheritance  he  of  the 
law,  it  is  no  more  of  promise  :  But  God  gave  it  to  Abra- 
ham by  promise.  19  Wherefore  then  serveth  the  law?  It 
was  added  because  of  transgressions,  till  the  seed  should 
come  to  whom  the  promise  was  made ;  and  it  was  ordained 
by  angels  in  the  hand  of  a  mediator.  20  Now,  a  mediar 
tor  is  not  a  mediator  of  one;  but  God  is  one.  21  Is  the 
law  then  against  the  promises  of  God  ?  God  fi>rbid :  for  if 
there  had  been  a  law  given  which  could  have  given  life,  verily 
righteousness  should  have  been  by  the  law.  22  But  the  scrip- 
ture hath  concluded  all  under  sin,  that  the  promise  by  fiuth  of 
Jesus  Christ  might  be  given  to  them  that  believe.  23  But 
before  fiuth  came,  we  were  kept  under  the  law,  shut  up  unto 
the  faith  which  should  afterwards  be  revealed.  24  Where- 
fore the  law  was  our  schoolmaster  to  bring  us  unto  Christ,  that 
we  might  be  justified  by  faith. 

Ph.  3:  4  K  any  other  man  thinketh  that  he  hath  whereof 
he  might  trust  in  the  flesh,  I  more :  5  Circumcised  the  eighth 
day,  of  the  stock  of  Israel,  of  the  tribe  <rf  Benjamin,  an  He- 
brew of  the  Hebrews ;  as  touching  the  law,  a  Pharisee ;  6 
Concerning  zeal,  persecuting  the  church ;  touching  the  ri^it- 
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eousness  which  is  in  the  law,  blameless.  7  But  what  things 
were  gain  to  me,  those  I  counted  loss  for  Christ. 

Heb.  9:  23  It  was  therefore  necessary  that  the  patterns  of 
things  in  the  heavens  should  be  purified  with  these ;  but  the 
heavenly  things  themselves  with  better  sacrifices  than  these.

17: 11  The  life  of  the  flesh  is  in  the  blood;  and  I 
have  given  it  to  you  upon  the  altar,  to  make  an  atonement  for 
your  souls :  for  it  is  the  blood  t?iat  maketh  an  atonement  for 
the  soul. 

Is.  58:  5  He  was  wounded  for  our  transgressions,  he  was 
bruised  for  our  iniquities ;  the  chastisement  of  our  peace  was 
upon  hirii ;  and  with  his  stripes  we  are  healed. 

Mat.  20:  28  Even  as  the  Son  of  man  came  not  to  be  minis- 
tered  unto,  but  to  minister,  and  to  give  his  life  a  ransom  for 
many. — 26:  28  This  is  my  blood  of  the  new  testament,  which 
is  shed  for  many  for  the  remission  of  sins.

14  For 
by  one  offering  he  hath  perfected  for  ever  them  that  are 
sanctified.

Hos.  13:  14  I  will  ransom  them  from  the  power  of  the 
grave;  I  will  redeem  them  from  death:  O  death,  I  will  be  thy 
plagues,  O  grave,  I  will  be  thy  destruction. 

Lk.  20:  37  That  the  dead  are  raised,  even  Moses  shewed  at 
the  bush,  when  he  calleth  the  Lord  the  Grod  of  Abraham,  and 
the  Grod  of  Isaac,  and  the  Grod  of  Jacob.

44  It  is  sown  a  natural  body,  it  is  raised  a  spiritual  body. 
There  is  a  natural  body,  and  there  is  a  spiritual  body.  50 
Now  this  I  say,  brethren,  that  flesh  and  blood  cannot  inherit 
the  kingdom  of  Grod ;  neither  doth  corruption  inherit  incorrup- 
tion. 52  In  a  moment,  in  the  twmkling  of  an  eye,  at  the  last 
trump:  for  the  trumpet  shall  sound,  and  the  dead  shall  be 
raised  incdhniptible,  and  we  shall  be  changed.  53  For  this 
corruptible  must  put  on  incorruption,  and  this  mortal  must  put 
on  immortality.  54  So  when  this  corruptible  shall  have  put 
on  incorruptfon,  and  this  mortal  shall  have  put  on  immortal- 
ity, then  shall  be  brought  to  pass  the  saying  that  is  written. 
Death  is  swallowed  up  in  victory. 

2  Cor.  5:  2  In  this  we  groan,  earnestly  desiring  to  be 
clothed  upon  with  our  house  which  is  from  heaven :  3  If  so  be 
that  being  clothed  we  shall  not  be  found  naked.  4  For  we 
that  are  in  this  tabernacle  do  groan,  being  burdened :  not  for 
that  we  would  be  unclothed,  but  clothed  upon,  that  mortality 
might  be  swallowed  up  of  life. 

Ph.  3:  20  Our  conversation  is  in  heaven ;  from  whence  also 
we  look  for  the  Savior,  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ:  21  Who  shall 
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change  our  vile  body,  that  it  may  be  fashioned  like  unto  his 
glorious  body,  according  to  the  working  whereby  he  is  able 
even  to  siibdue  all  things  unto  himself.

2  K.  23:  3  The  king  [Josiah]  stood  by  a  pillar,  and  made  a 
covenant  before  the  Lord,  to  walk  after  the  Lord,  and  to 
keep  his  commandments,  and  his  testimonies,  and  his  statutes, 
with  all  their  heart,  and  all  their  soul,  to  perform  the  words  of 
this  covenant  that  were  written  in  this  book.  And  all  the 
people  stood  to  the  covenant.  21  The  king  commanded  all 
the  people,  saying.  Keep  the  passover  unto  the  Lord  your 
Grod,  as  it  is  written  in  the  book  of  this  covenant  22  Surely 
there  was  not  holden  such  a  passover  from  the  days  of  the 
judges  that  judged  Israel,  nor  in  all  the  days  of  the  kings  of 
Israel,  nor  of  the  kings  of  Judah. 

2  Ch.  30:  1 1  Divers  of  Asher  and  Manasseh  and  of  Zebulun 
humbled  themselves,  and  came  to  Jerusalem.  12  Also  in 
Judah  the  hand  of  God  was  to  give  them  one  heart  to  do  the 
commandment  of  the  king  [Hezekiah]  and  of  the  princes,  by 
the  word  of  the  Lord.

23  And  the  whole  assembly- 
took  counsel  to  keep  other  seven  days :  and  they  kept  other 
seven  days  with  gladness.  26  So  there  was  great  joy  in  Jeru- 
salem :  for  since  the  time  of  Solomon  the  son  of  David  king 
of  Israel  there  was  not  the  like  in  Jerusalem.

place,  even  unto  heaven. 

Neh.  8:  2  Ezra  the  priest  brought  the  law  before  the  con- 
gregaticm  both  of  men  and  women,  and  all  that  could  hear  with 
understanding,  upon  the  first  day  of  the  seventh  month.  3 
And  he  read  therein  before  the  street  that  vxis  before  the 
water-gate  from  the  morning  until  mid-day,  before  the  men 
and  the  women,  and  those  that  could  understand ;  and  the  ears 
of  all  the  people  were  attentive  unto  the  book  of  the  law.  6 
And  Ezra  blessed  the  Lord,  the  great  Grod.  And  all  the 
people  answered,  Amen,  Amen,  with  lifting  up  their  hands : 
and  they  bowed  their  heads,  and  worshipped  the  Lord  with 
(heir  faces  to  the  ground.  9  And  Nehemiah,  which  is  the 
Tirshatha,  and  Ezra  the  priest  the  scribe,  and  the  Levites  that 
taught  the  people,  said  unto  all  the  people,  This  day  is  holy 
unto  the  Lord  your  Grod ;  mourn  not,  ncH*  weep.  For  all  the 
people  wept,  when  they  heard  the  words  of  the  law. 

Jer.  2:  2  Go,  and  cry  in  the  ears  of  Jerusalem,  saying,  Thus 
saith  the  Lord  ;  I  remember  thee,  the  kindness  of  thy  youth, 
the  love  of  thine  espousals,  when  thou  wentest  after  me  in  the 
wilderness,  in  a  land  that  was  not  sown.  3  Israel  was  holiness 
UJQto  the  Lord,  and  the  first-fruits  of  his  increase. 

Ac.  2:  41  Then  they  that  gladly  received  his  word,  were 
baptized :  and  the  same  day  there  were  added  unto  them  about 
three  thousand  souls.  42  And  they  continued  steadfastly  in 
the  apostles'  doctrine  and  fellowship,  and  in  breaking  of  bread, 
and  in  prayers.  43  And  fear  came  upon  every  soul :  and  many 
wonders  and  signs  were  done  by  the  apostles.  —  4:4  Many 
of  them  which  heard  the  word,  believed,  and  the  number  of  the 
men  was  about  five  thousand. — 5: 14  Believers  were  the  more 
added  to  the  Lord,  multitudes  both  of  men  smd  women. — 8:  5 
Then  PhiUp  went  down  to  the  city  of  Samaria,  and  preached 
Christ  unto  them.  6  And  the  people  with  one  accord  gave 
heed  unio  those  things  which  PhUip  spake,  hearing  and  seeing 
the  miracles  which  he  did.  7  For  unclean  spirits,  crying  with 
loud  voice,  came  out  of  many  that  were  possessed  with  them : 
and  many  taken  with  palsies,  and  that  were  lame,  were  healed. 
— 11:  19  They  which  were  scattered  abroad  upon  the  perse- 
cution that  arose  about  Stephen,  travelled  as  far  as  Phenice, 
and  Cyprus,  and  Antioch,  preaching  the  word  to  none  but  unto 
the  Jews  only.  20  And  some  oi  them  were  men  of  Cyprus 
and  Cyr^e,  which  when  they  were  come  to  Antioch,  spake 
unto  the  Grecians,  preaching  the  Lord  Jesus.  21  And  the 
hand  of  the  Xtord  wa»  with  tliem :  and  a  great  number  believed, 
and  tunied  unto  the  Lord.    22  Then  tidings  of  these  things 
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came  unto  the  ears  of  the  diurch  whidi  was  in  Jenisalem :  and 
thej  sent  forth  Barnabas,  that  he  should  go  as  &r  as  Antioch. 
23  Who,  when  he  came,  and  had  seen  the  grace  of  God,  was 
glad,  and  exhorted  them  all,  that  with  parpose  of  heart  thej 
would  cleave  nnto  the  Lord.

— 14: 1  It  came  to  pass  in  Iconium,  that 
thej  went  both  together  into  the  synagogue  of  the  Jews,  and  so 
SDflJ^e,  that  a  great  mnltitude,  both  of  the  Jews,  and  also  of  the 
Greeks,  believed.

If  thou  wilt  be  perfect,  go 
and  sell  that  thou  hast,  and  give  to  the  poor,  and  thou  shalt 
have  treasure  in  heaven.:  and  come  and  follow  me.  22  Bat 
when  the  young  man  heard  that  saying,  he  went  away  sorrow- 
ful :  for  he  had  great  possessions. 

4:  10  Demas  hath  forsaken  me,  having  loved  this 
present  world.

14  1  have  seen  all  the  works  that  are 
done  under  the  sun  ;  and  behold,  all  is  vanity  and  vexation  of 
spirit  —  2:  4  I  made  me  great  works ;  I  builded  me  houses ; 
I  planted  me  vineyards :  5  I  made  me  gardens  smd  orchards, 
and  I  planted  trees  in  them  of  all  kind  of  fruits :  6  I  made 
me  pools  of  water,  to  water  therewith  the  wood  that  bringeth 
forth  trees  :  7  I  got  me  servants  and  maidens,  and  had  seiv 
Tants  bom  in  my  house ;  also  I  had  great  possessions  of  greait 
and  small  cattle  above  all  that  were  in  Jerusalem  before  me ; 
8  I  gathered  me  also  silver  and  gold,  and  the  peculiar  treasure 
of  kings,  and  of  the  provinces :  I  gat  me  mennBingers  and 
women-singers,  and  the  delights  of  the  sons  of  men,  as  musi- 
cal instruments,  and  that  of  all  sorts.  9  So  I  was  great,  and 
increased  more  than  all  that  were  before  me  in  Jerusalem:  also 
my  wisdom  remained  with  me.  10  And  whatsoever  mine  eyes 
desired  I  kept  not  from  them,  I  withheld  not  my  heart  from 
any  joy ;  for  my  heart  rejoiced  in  all  my  labor :  and  this  was 
my  portion  of  all  my  labor.  1 1  Then  I  looked  on  all  the 
woiis  that  my  hands  had  wrought,  and  on  the  labor  that 
I  had  labored  to  do:  and  behold,  all  was  vanity  and  vex- 
ation of  spirit,  and  there  was  no  profit  under  the  sun.  17 
Therefore  I  hated  life ;  because  the  Work  that  is  wrought  under 
the  sun  is  grievous  unto  me :  for  all  is  vanity  and  vexation  of 
spirit.  18  Yea,  I  hated  all  my  labor  which  I  had  taken  under 
the  sun :  because  I  should  leave  it  unto  the  man  that  shall 
be  after  me.  19  And  who  knoweth  whether  he  shall  be  a  wise 
man  or  a  fool?  yet  shall  he  have  rule  over  all  my  labor  where- 
in I  have  labored,  and  wherein  I  have  shewed  myself  wise 
under  the  sun.  This  is  also  vanity.  5: 10  He  that  loveth  silver 
shall  not  be  satisfied  with  silver ;  nor  he  that  loveth  abundance 
with  increase :  this  is  also  vanity.  1 1  When  goods  increase,  they 
are  increased  that  eat  them :  and  what  good  is  t^iere  to  the 
owners  thereof,  saving  the  beholding  of  them  with  their  eyes.

5  Or  have  ye  not 
read  in  the  law  how  that  on  the  sabbath-days  the  priests  in  the 
temple  profane  the  sabbath,  and  are  blameless  ?  11  And  he 
said  unto  them.  What  man  shall  there  be  among  you,  that  shall 
have  one  sheep,  and  if  it  fall  into  a  pit  on  the  sabbath-day,  will 
he  not  lay  hold  on  it,  and  lift  it  out?  12  How  much  then  is  a 
man  better  than  a  sheep  ?  Wherefore  it  is  lawful  to  do  well 
on  the  sabbath-days.  i  3  Then  saith  he  to  the  man.  Stretch 
forth  thine  hand.  And  he  stretched  it  forth ;  and  it  was  re- 
stored whole,  like  as  the  other.  [Mk.  2:  23 — 28.  Lk.  6:  1 — 10.] 
—  24:  20  Pray  ye  thatf  your  flight  be  not  in  the  winter,  neither 
<Hi  the  sabbath-day. 

Mk.  2:  27  He  said  unto  them.  The  sabbath  was  made  for 
man,  and  not  man  for  the  sabbath :    28  Therefore,  the  Son  of 
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man  is  Lord  also  of  the  sabbath.  —  3:  4  He  saith  unto  them,  Is 
it  lawful  to  do  good  on  the  sabbath-dajs,  or  to  do  evil?  to  save 
life,  or  to  kill  ?  but  they  held  their  peace. 

Lk.  13: 11  Behold,there  was  a  woman  which  had  a  spirit  of 
infirmity  eighteen  years,  and  was  bowed  together,  and  could  in 
no  wise  lift  up  herself,  ,  12  And  when  Jesus  saw  her,  he  called 
her  to  htmy  and  said  unto  her.  Woman,  thou  art  loosed  from 
thine  infirmity.  13  And  he  laid  his  hands  on  her :  and  imme- 
diately she  was  made  straight,  and  glorified  God.  14  And  the 
ruler  of  the  synagogue  answered  with  indignation,  because  that 
Jesus  had  healed  on  the  sabbath-day,  and  said  unto  the  people, 
There  are  six  days  in  which  men  ought  to  work :  in  them 
therefore  come  and  be  healed,  and  not  on  the  sabbath-day.  15 
The  Lord  then  answered  him,  and  said,  Tkou  hypocrite,  doth 
not  each  one  of  you  on  the  sabbath  loose  his  ox  or  his  ass  from 
the  stidl,  and  lead  him  away  to  watering?  16  And  ought  not 
this  woman,  being  a  daughter  of  Abraham,  whom  Satan  hath 
bound,  lo,  these  eighteen  years,  be  loosed  from  this  bond  on 
the  sabbath-day  ?  17  And  when  he  had  said  these  things,  all 
his  adversaries  were  ashamed. 

Jn.  5:  8  Jesus  saith  unto  him.  Rise,  take  up  thy  bed,  and 
walk.  9  And  immediately  the  man  was  made  whole,  and  took 
up  his  bed,  and  walked :  and  on  the  same  day  was  the  sab- 
bath. 10  The  Jews  therefore  said  unto  him  that  was  cured. 
It  is  the  sabbath-day ;  it  is  not  lawful  for  thee  to  carry  thy  bed. 

16  And  therefore  did  the  Jews  persecute  Jesus,  and  sought  to 
slay  him,  because  he  had  done  these  things  on  die  sabbath-day. 

17  But  Jesus  answered  them,  My  Father  worketh  hitherto, 
and  I  work.

Men  of  Israel,  and  ye  that  fear  God, 
give  audience.  42  And  when  the  Jews  were  gone  out  of  the 
synagogue,  the  Gentiles  besought  that  these  words  might  be 
preached  to  them  the  next  sabbath.  44  And  the  next  sabbath- 
day  came  almost  the  whole  city  together  to  hear  the  word  of 
God. — 15:  21  Moses  of  old  time  hath  in  every  city  them  that 
preach  him,  being  read  in  the  synagogues  every  sabbath-day. 
— 17:  2  Paul,  as  his  manner  was,  went  in  unto  them,  and 
three  sabbath-days  reasoned  with  them  out  of  the  scriptures.

— 23;  12  Six  days  thou  shalt  do  thy  work,  and  on  the  seventh 
day  thou  shalt  rest :  that  thine  ox  and  thine  ass  may  rest,  and 
the  son  of  thy  handmaid,  and  the  stranger,  may  be  refreshed. 
— 31: 13  Speak  thou  also  unto  the  children  of  Israel,  saying, 
Verily  my  sabbaths  ye  shall  keep :  for  it  is  a  sign  between  me 
and  you  throughout  your  generations ;  that  i/e  may  know  that 
I  am  the  Lord  that  doth  sanctify  you.  14  Ye  shall  keep  the 
sabbath  therefore :  for  it  is  holy  unto  you.  Every  one  that 
defileth  it  shall  surely  be  put  to  death :  tor  whosoever  doeth 
ant/  work  therein,  that  soul  shall  be  cut  off  from  among  his 
people.  15  Six  days  may  work  be  done,  but  in  the  seventh  is 
the  sabbath  of  rest,  holy  to  the  Lord  :  whosoever  doeth  any 
work  in  the  sabbath-day  he  shall  surely  be  put  to  death.  16 
Wherefore  the  cliildren  of  Israel  shall  keep  the  sabbath,  to 
observe  the  sabbath  throughout  their  generations,  for  a  per- 
petual covenant.

17:  12  He  that  is  eight  days  old  shall  be  circumcised  among, 
you,  every  man-child  in  your  generations,  he  that  is  bom  in  the 
house,  or  bought  with  money  of  any  stranger  which  is  not  of 
thy  seed.  —  24:  2  Abraham  said  unto  his  eldest  servant  of  his 
house,  that  ruled  over  all  that  he  had.  Put,  I  pray  thee,  thy 
hand  under  my  thigh:  3  And  I  will  make  thee  swear  by  the 
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Lord,  the  God  of  heaven,  and  the  Grod  of  the  earth,  that  thou 
shalt  not  take  a  wife  unto  my  son  of  the  d£tughtei*s  of  the 
Canaanites  among  whom  I  dwell :  4  But  thou  shalt  go  unto 
my  country,  and  to  my  kindred,  and  take  a  wife  unto  my  son 
Isaac.  10  And  the  servant  took  ten  camels,  of  the  camels  of 
his  master,  and  departed ;  (for  all  the  goods  of  liis  master  were 
in  his  hand,)  and  he  arose,  and  went  to  Mesopotamia,  unto  the 
city  of  Nahor. 

Job  31;  13  If  I  did  despise  the  cause  of  my  man-servant  or 
of  my  maid-servant,  when  they  contended  with  me ;  14  What 
then  shall  I  do  when  God  riseth  up  ?  and  when  he  visiteth, 
what  shall  I  answer  him  ? 

677.  Hebrew  laws  and  usages  on  procuring,  holding^  and  releasing  servants, 
1.   Voluntary  servants,  and  service  for  life,  or  for  a  term,  and  laws  of  release. 

Ex.  21:  5  If  the  servant  shall  plainly  say,  I  love  my  master, 
my  wife,  and  my  children ;  I  will  not  go  out  free :  6  Then  his 
master  shall  bring  him  unto  the  judges :  he  shall  also  bring  him 
to  the  door,  or  unto  the  door-post ;  and  his  master  shall  bore 
his  ear  through  with  an  awl ;  and  he  shall  serve  him  for  ever. 

Lev.  25:  47  If  a  sojourner  or  a  stranger  wax  rich  by  thee, 
and  thy  brother  thM  dwelleth  by  him  wax  poor,  and  sell  himself 
unto  the  stranger  or  sojourner  by  thee,  or  to  the  stock  of  the 
stranger's  family :  48  After  that  he  is  sold  he  may  be  redeemed 
again ;  one  of  his  brethren  may  redeem  him :  49  Either  his 
unde,  or  his  uncle's  son  may  redeem  him,  or  any  that  is  nigh  of 
kin  unto  him  of  his  family  may  redeem  him ;  or  if  he  be  able, 
he  may  redeem  himself.  50  And  he  shall  reckon  with  him 
that  bought  him,  from  the  year  that  he  was  sold  to  him,  unto 
the  year  of  jubilee :  and  the  price  of  his  sale  shall  be  according 
unto  the  number  of  years,  according,  to  the  time  of  an  hired 
snrvant  shall  it  be  with  him.  51  It*  there  be  yet  many  years 
behindy  according  unto  them  he  shall  give  again  the  price  of  his 
redemption  out  of  the  money  that  he  was  bought  for.

25:  39  K  thy  brother  that  dweUeth  by  thee  be  waxen 
poor,  and  be  sold  unto  thee ;  thou  shalt  not  compel  him  to 
serve  as  a  bond-servant:  40  Bvi  as  an  hired  servant,  and 
as  a  s<youmer  he  shall  be  with  thee,  and  shall  serve  thee  unto 
the  year  of  jubilee :  41  And  then  shall  he  depart  from  thee, 
both  he  and  his  children  with  him,  and  shall  return  unto  his 
own  family,  and  unto  the  possession  of  his  fathers  shall  he  re- 
turn. 42  For  they  are  my  servants  which  I  brought  forth  out 
of  the  land  of  Egypt ;  they  shall  not  be  sold  as  bond-men. 
43  Thou  shalt  not  rule  over  him  with  rigor,  but  shalt  fear  thy 
God.

18  It  shall  not  seem  hard  unto  thee,  when  thou  sendest  him 
away  free  from  thee :  for  he  hath  been  worth  a  double  hired 
servant  to  thee,  in  serving  thee  six  years :  and  the  Lord  thy 
God  shall  bless  thee  in  all  that  thou  doest.
